Mr. Bayard succeeded in having an 
amendment adopted Imposing a duty of 24 
cents on galvanized sheet-iron or sheet-steel, 
and Kellogg had the bill amended so that the 
sugar schedule shall not go into effect until 
July 1, instead of April 1, which will enable 
the Louisiana planters to dispose of this 
year’s crop under the existing tariff condi- 
tion. in view of his success in this, Kellogg 
did not press his amendment to discriminate 
against the importation of sugars from coun- 
Aries where there is slave labor. 

As the day session ended, Brown, of 
Georgia, rose with a dozen amendments to 
make to different features of the bill, all of 
them to increase the duties, and in nearly all 
of which he failed. 

THE OUTLOOK IN THE HOUSE. 


The feeling in the House regarding in- 
ternal revenue and tariff legislation may be 
described as one of expectancy. The failure 
of the Interhal Revene bill yesterday was a 
severe disappointment to the friends of _ + 
enue reduction, and some of the eighteen 
Republicans who voted against It, reby 
causing its defeat, have today regretted their 
action. If the Senate bill shall fail there will 
undoubtedly be an effort made next week to 
pass through the House, under a suspension 
of the rules, a bill to reduce internal taxa- 
tion that will be in terms the same as the one 
submitted yesterday. As faras internal tax- 
ation is concerned it will probably also in- 
clude provisions for a reduction of the duty

THE SUNDRY CIVIL. 

A STORMY HOUSE DEBATE OVER SILVER 
AND THE NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 20,—[Special. }— 

One or two of tne items in the Sundry Civil 

bill occasioned cogsiderable discussion to- 

day. When tne clause was reached appro- 
priating $100,000 for the storage of silver and 
providing for the building of new vaults, 

Mr, Fisher moved to strike it out, and made 

a ten-minute speech calling the attention of 

the House to the recommendations and warn- 

ings of the Secretary of the Treasury in re- 
gard to the silver coinage. The arguments 
used by Mr. Fisher were such as the advo- 
cates of the gold standard always adopt, and 
there was nothing new in the mode of pres- 
entation. Mills offered an amendment, which 
was ruled out, requiring the Secretary of the 

Treasury to pay out all thé coin in the Treas- 

ury except $50,000,000 in the purchase of 

bends. Blaud gave notice of an amendment 
requiring ali the money appropriated under 
the bill to be put out in the form of silver 
dollars. Judge Belford then got the floor, 

d made a tart speech in defense of the 

lver dollar. It is called disgraceful,“ 
said he, to enforce the Constitution of the 

United States and the law of 1869, 

while it is not disgraceful to pro- 

tect pig-iron and other Pennsylvania inter- 
ests. if the sharks and monopolists of the 

East want to make war on the West they are 

welcome.” He wanted to state a few plain 

facts. Thetruth is that only $29,000,000 of 
the $15,000,000 standard silver dollars here- 
tofore coined are now in the Treasury of the 

United States, aside from the $72,000,000 held 

for the redemption of silver certificates. ‘If 

you want to get rid of these $29,000,000,” ex- 
claimed Belford, “why don’t you pay out 
the coin on the bonded obligations of 
the Government. The bondholders have 
no more right to demand gold than they 
have to demand silver, and it is 
not for them to dictate to the Government 
what they shall receive in paymentof the 
obligations which they hold.“ Buckner made 
a speech defending silver certificate, and 
advocating a proposition that hereafter all 
paper currency issued by the Government or 
the National banks shall be im denominations 
of $10 and upwards. Dingley opposed the 
continuance of the silver coinage. It would, 
he said, result in indefinit vault-building. 
Matters had now reached a stage where 
neither silver certificates nor silver dollars 
will stay in circulation, Of the 
$27,500,000 coined last year only 
$6,610, are now in circulation 
either as dollars or certificates. Dunn, of 

Arkansas, was satisfied that the policy of the 

Treasury had been and still is to prevent sil- 

ver from going into circulation. The Secre- 

tary of the Treasury possessed authority to 
exchange silver for gold, but had refused to 
do so. He denounced the policy of the 

Treasury Department in regard to silver as a 

dishonest evasion of the law. Cassidy felt 

that he owed a patriotic duty to his State in 
this matter. He did not think an ap 
propriation to build new vaults nec- 
essary. If the ‘Treasury Department 
really desired to get silver into circulation 
it could do so, and the vault-room now in 
existence was amply sufficient. In 187, 
when silver was clandestinely demonetized, 
hard times followed. In 1879, when silver 
was remonetized, good times followed, and 
the Government was enabled to resume 
specie payments. Hiscock opposed all the 
amendments to the item. The majority of 
the House, he said, opposed the repeal of the 
Silver-Certilicate law. It was impossibie, 
having due regard for the current liabilities 
of the Government, to pay out the coin now 
in the Treasury. It was all nonsense to say 
that it could be safely applied to the 
payment of the bonded indebtedness, The 
only relief for the Government would be in 
repealing the law authorizing the issue of 
silver certificates, and to that the House was 
opposed. Bland, the father of the silver dol- 
lar, wanted big vaults Duilt in the Mississip- 
pi Valley, where there is plenty of room, and 
where the depots will be convenient for dis- 
tribution. Mills again offered an amendment 
to provide for paying out the $150,000,000 sur- 
plus, which he contends is now in the Treas- 
ury, on the bonded indebtedness, Cannon 
opposed all the amendments. He said the 
reason 9 th@ silver certificates circulate 
instead silver dollars is that the people 
refer paper to coin while the paper is at par. 

He did not believe that gold is any better 

than silver, and did believe that silver is 

equaily valuable, and will remain so until 
too much has been coined, That time will 
not come for two or three years at least, and 
until it does arise silver will circulate side 
by side with gold. Fisher’s amendment, to 

rovide that onlv enough silver dollars shall 

— coined to supply the demand for the pur- 

poses authorized by law, and that not less 

than $1,000 shall be coined in anx one year, 
was ruled out on a point of order, as re- 
ported by the Appropriations Committee,

SMALL-POX. 


— — — 


Belief that the Dreaded Pest Mas Been 
Subjugated in the Lumber Begions 
or the Far Northwest. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Sheriff Markham, of Aitkin, in the small-pox 
infested lumber country, arrived in Minne- 
apolis today. He says four new cases of 
varioloid were discovered a day or two ago 
at Cook’s Camp, which is located forty or 
fifty wiles above Aitkin on the Split Hand 
River. There are three cases still under 
treatment at the Aitkin Hospital, one of these 
patients having been discharged by Dr. Yan 
Cleve Sunday night and seut o his home at 
Jamestown, Dak. Another lumbeffnan sick 
with small-pox has been taken from Milli- 
gan’s Camp to the Grand Rapids pest- 
house, and there is only one case 
of the disease remaining at Caldwell’s Camp 
at the present time, according to the most 
reliable information from that quarter. A 
case has just been reported at Wentworth & 
Faweett's camp on the Big Fork, ey miles 
distant from Caldwell’s. Up to Monday 
eighteen men had been discharged from the 
quarantine hospital at Aitkin, and Dr. Van 
Cleve states that the new men are all coming 
out in excellent shape, and it is belleved that 
the dreaded pest has been practically subju- 
gated through the timely efforts of the State 
Board of Health, the heroic services of 
the volunteer physicians, and the local 
authorities, who have rendered them im- 
portant assistance by enforcing the strict 
quarantine regulations recommended by the 
board, among whom Sheriff Markham has 
been conspicuously vigilant. The Board of 
Health has also ordered the destruction by 
fire of both the Cook and Caldwell Camps, 
as an important measure for the prompt sup- 
pression of the epidemic among the lumber- 
men. Business in Aitkin has been injurious- 
ly affected by the outbreak, the preventive 
measures having kept the lumbermen away 
from the place and making others travel 
around it at as great a distance as possible. 

A TWENTY-FIVE-FOOT FALL. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 20.—(Special.]—Early 
this moroing Chris Dupper, who was em- 
ployed in the upper story of Rose & Myers’ 
pork-house at Oehler and Freeman streets, 
stepped into the hatchway and fellto the 
collar, a distance of twenty-five feet. Work- 
men ran to his assistance, and picking him 
up they found his throat cut from ear to ear. 

He was unconscious. How it was done no 
one can tell. No evidence could be found, 
not anything by which he could receive the 
injury was found in the cellar. It is supposed

LESSONS OF THE DISASTER. 

Referring to the cave-in at the Diamond 
Mine, they said they could see no sure pre- 
ventive againt such accidents except a gen- 
tral drainage system to carry off the surface 
water, and this would probably be very ex- 
peuslve. The committee was very much 
interested in the suggestions and discussed 
them informally at some length. No action 
was taken, but most of the members ex- 
presse@ themselves as decidedly in favor of 
State inspection, provided the matter could 
be kept entirely out of politics, and prom- 
ised to support any good measure 
of this kind that might come before them. 
Senator Hamilton has already introduced a 
bill providing for State inspection, and Mc-

the Senate Committee on Mines and Mining 
Thursday afternoon to urge its passage or 
suggest such amendmentsas in their judg- 
ment may be necessary. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations referred the Braid- 
wood Relief bills, introduced today, to a sub- 
committee to report whether the Legislature 
can copsitutionally make such an appropria- 
tion. 

- SALARIES OF STATE’S-ATTORNEYS. 


There was aspirited discussion at the meet- 
ing of the Senate Judiciary Committee this 
afternoon over Edwards’ bill to increase the 
salary paid State’s-Attorneys by the State 
from $400 to $800 per annum. — had 
Senator Edwards explained the necessity for 
the proposed increase when Senators Archer 
and Walker raised their regular daily cry of 
economy, claiming that State’s-Attorneys 
were paid enough, because some one could 
always be found to take those offices. ‘Their 
humbuggery disgusted Senator Ainehart 
and the Effingham Eagle for once let itself 
loose in favor of this kind of criminal-law 
reform. He said he was always in favor of 
economy, and there was nothing he loved 
better than to kill a bill, but he had seen 
State’s-Attorneys starve as long as he wanted, 
and favored this bill except that the salary 
ought to be larger than that proposed. Ile 
believed that the only reform in the criminal 
practice really needed was to secure better 
talent in the office of State’s-Attorney, in- 
stead of making it simply a training-sceool 
for young lawyers. This could only be done 
by increasing the compensation, and the 
State would save money by paying a good 
salary to a State’s-Attorney, who would not 
incur useless expenses through inexpe- 
rience. Senator Torrance took much 
the same view, expressing the belief that 
the best way to secure the enforcement of 


the laws was to place the best legal talent in | 


the prosecutor’s office. The present salary 
and fees did not secure this, and it Was a no- 
torious fact that the office was usually given 
to young lawyers, who were usually total 
failures for at least two years of their term. 
Walker and Archer again worked’ the econ- 
omy racket, assisted by Shaw, and finally 
the bill was slaughtered by the committee. 
“REGULATING ” SLEEPING-CAR COMPANTES. 

The Senate Committee on Nunicipalities 
het an afternoon and evening session and 
listened to an argument by Judge Lochrane, 
council for the Pullman Palace-Car Company, 
against Hereley’s Sleeping-Car bill. ‘The 
Judge’s argument was similar in its general 
scope to the one he made a few weeks ago 
before the House Committee on Corpora- 
tions, but even clearer, more powerful, and 
more exhaustive than his previous effort. 
His main position, as then, was that the Leg- 
islature had no authority, either under its 
police or other powers, to regulate the price 
of a luxury, and his position 
was“ ably sustained by leading decisions 
and a series of apt rlilustrations. At the con- 
clusion of his argument the committee held 
a private session, and in response to a state- 
ment of the Judge that the company courted 
the fullest investigation, appointed Senators 
White, Condee, Mamer, Hereley, and Rir 
hart as a sub-committee to visit Chicago an 
Pullman and examine its affairs. Senator 
Mamgr, who is going away for a week or so, 
declares that he will not serve. The gossips 
have already begun to make unfeeling re- 
marks about “‘touching committees,” but 
the general opinion is that the company, 
confident of its ability to beat the bill in the 
court, if it ever shoula become a law, pro- 
poses to show up its books, leave the matter 
there, and let the committee and the Senate 
follow their sweet will. 

Sr. LOUIS GRAIN INSPECTION. 


The Senate and House Warehouse Com- 
mittees held a ao session nearly all after- 
noon and evening and listened to a delega- 
tion of St. Louis elevator men, grain-ship- 
pers, and others in opposition to Tom 
Mitchell’s bill to put-East St. Louis and 
Peoria under State inspection. Col. D. P. 
Green, ex-Congressman Nathan Cole, John 
Whittier, J. B. M. Keller, G. B. Emmons, A. 
E. Babcock, the Rev. Mr. McCormick, and P. 
A. Ewald, of the St. Louis Exchange, did 
the talking, and convinced the committee 
of atleast one thing—that St. Louis prefers 
to regulate the inspection of grain in 
its own way, though its Merchants’ 
Exchange, tor the simple reason that it can 
handle the stuff to better advantage than it 
could if the grain had to stand the test of 
the Chicago inspection. Messrs. Mitchell, 
Pearson, and Messick, and Senator Hogan 
succeeded in drawing out@nother reason, 
which seems to enter quite 2 into the 
matter. Under the present “flexible” sys- 
tem, it appears St. Louis conveniently low- 
ers the grade of grain whenever the exigen- 
cy demands it, and is thereby enabl to 
draw to St. Louis what would otherwise go 
to Chicago and not 
as high. The 
the bill, as 
by these gentlemen’s questions and inciden- 
tal remarks, was that it would secure uni- 
form inspection throughout the State, so that 
Krain inspecting No. 2 in East St. Louis will, 
as it ought to, inspect No. 2 in Chicago. 
After listening to the arguments on the bill, 
the committee adjourned without taking any 
action.

BRADWELL-M NALLY. 
SHARP PRACTICE IN THE COMMITTEE. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 20.—([Special.j— 
The Democratic deadlock prevailing in the 
House was transferred to the House Elec- 
tions Committee tonight.’ Before the com- 
mittee met it was discovered that Dr. Black, 


one of the Republican members, had been 
called home, As Dave Linegar had gone to 
Cairo, and had taken the precaution to pair 
with Thompson, of Peoria, this left the Re- 
publicans with but six members without 
Thompson, being one less than a quorum. 
The Democrats, pursuing theirregular policy 
of delay, proposed an adjournment until 
Black and Linegar returned, but this the 
Republicans declined to agree to. Accord- 
ingly the Democrats refused to go into 
the meeting, intending to break a quorum. 
Mr. Thomvson, who. was atten another 
meeting, was sent for and the committee 
called to order, there being a queres — 
ent. At this time Crafts, Quinn, O' Mara, 
Kimbrough, and Haines, who joined the 
Democrats in their policy ot obstruction, 
were in the hall outside, but declined the 
most persuasive invi to enter the 
room. After giving these recalcitrant mem- 
bers plenty of time to report and come into 
camp, the Republicans decided to go ahead 
without submitting to any further de- 
lays. In accordance with this determination 
the resolutions offered at the last meeting 
by Mr. Morrison, of Morgan, decla 
Judge Bradwell legally elected and entid 
to the seat illegally held by MeNally, were 
taken up and adopted. Senator Merritt de- 
manded the yeas and nays on the motion, but 
the Chairman ruled that he could not insist 
upon this, not being a member of the com- 
mittee. Merritt insisted that there was not 
a quorum, because Thompson could not 
vote, but no attention was paid to his pro- 
test, andin accordance with the resolution 
Messrs. Cooke, Morrison, and Caihoun, of 
De Witt, were appointed to draft the major- 
ity report, show that Bradwell is entitled 
to the seat. This practicaily ends the pro- 
ceedings before the committee, and the con- 
test remains to be fought out in the House 
when the majority and minority reports get 
in, if the obstructionists will ever permit the 
case to be reached.

LOBBY GOSSIP. 
“WHAT ARE WE HERE FOR?” 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. %.—(Special.]—- 
There are still murmurs of dissatisfaction 
over the appointment of Joe Roberts as 
Chester Penitentiary Commissioner, but 
these are not apt to crystallize into any or- 
ganized opposition to him, and the indica- 
tions are that Joe will be confirmed in due 
season. Itdoes not appear that there are 
any special charges made against Roberts, 
except that he does not rejo ice in the posses- 
sion of that prominent position and high 
character looked for in the incumbent of 
such an important office, and that his lack of 
Uütness is not caleulated to inspire confi- 
dence in his administration of the 
office. Gov. Hamilton has offered to 
withdraw his nomination if it can be sho wn 
to be an improper one; but this has not been 
done, nor is it likely to be attempted. Look- 
ing at this nomination from a political stand- 
point, some shrewd observers consMler it 
Gov. Hamiiton’s first mistake. It is consid- 
ered a mistake because the opposition it has 
occasioned among the Republicans of Egypt 
will be more of a detriment to the Governor’s 
chances for election in 1884 than the advan- 
tages to bederived. If the appointee bad been 
u man whose fineness even his enemies 
must have conceded, the advantages of 
deal would have been secured without any 
drawbacks, but in this case some of the Gov- 
ernor’s friends fear that he has lost more 
ground than he can possibly gain through 
Roberts and his allies. . 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

George White and Chris Mamer are any- 
thing but jubilant over George Swift’s pros- 
pects of bagging the Chicago appointment 
for Railroad and Warehouse Commissioner. 
There is a glumness about them and a look 
of general disgust on their faces that are ra- 
ther in keeping with the rumor that Gov.

CHICAGO TO VE Tus STATE FAIR. 


The State Board of Agriculture, after fool- 
ing all day with the question of locating the 
State Fair for the next two years, finally got 
down to a vote today, and awarded the prize 
to Chicago on the eighth ballot. Chicago 
led off with eight votes to eight for Decatur, 
four for Peoria, and two for Springtield, and 
gained steadily on its competitors until thir- 
teen votes were gathered in on the eighth 
ballot. An attempt to change the date of the 
fair failed. A bill will introduced 
into the “House tomorrow stop the 
peregrinations of the State Fair, and 
locate it permanently at Springfield. The 
Capital claims it on the score of a central and 
advantageous location, and the movers in the 
scheme insist that the fair has traveled 
around enough, provoked too much rivalry 
and jealously already, and ought to be tied 
down to some one place. Maj. Orendorff has 
drawn the bill, and it will make its ap — 
ance tomorrow. The average Springfietd 
mind has apparently become reconciled to 
the prospect of another failure to consolidate 
the Supreme Court, and in order to prevent 
future agitation on that question the Ottawa 
and Mt. Vernon lobbies are ready to give 
Springfield the State Fair sop in hope of 
thus pacifying and silencing her. 


THE SENATE. 
RELIEXING THE DISTRESSED. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]—Busi- 
ness opened up briskly this morning in the Sen- 
ate with the introduction of new bills. Senator 
Shumway presented one to appropriate $10,000 
for the relief of the widows and orphans ot the 
miners killed at Diamond Mine No. 2, to be dis- 
bursed by a committee appointed by the Braid- 
wood Council. Senator Ray introduced a bill for 
alike appropriation, to be disbursed by the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Senator Hunt introduced two bills, the first 
that havecome from him this session. One of 
these proposes to amend the law requiring State 
taxes to be extended against the valuation of 
the State Board of Baqualization, so that all 
other taxes shall be extended against the valu- 
tion of such property as equalized by the County 
Board, and so thatin extend taxes the frac- 
tion of a cent shall be extended as one cent.

ROAD AND BRIDGE TAXES. 

The Senate passed and sent to the House 
Secrist’s bill intended to clear up an uncertainty 
in the present laws by making it plain that 
taxes for road and bridge purposes shall be 
levied on the valuation of the preceding year to 
that in which the levy is made. 

VOLUNTARY ASSIGNMENTS. 

A discussion of some length arose upon Ham- 
liton’s bill eoncernmg voluntary assigoments, 
which is, intended to prevent insolvents from 
turn over their assets to preferred creditors. 
The bill reads as follows: 

Sk. I. Be it endcted, ete., That an act entitled 
‘An act concerning voluntary assignments and 
conferring jurisdiction therein upon County 
Courts,’ approved May 22, 1877, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing sections—towit: 

“* Seo. 16. That tf any person, being insolvent, 
or in’ coutempiation of insolveacy, and with a 
view of giving a preference thereby to any 
creditor or creditors, or person who is under any 
liability for him, shail, within sixty days before 
he or she makes an assignment under this ac 
procure any part of his property to be seiz 
under any process of law, make any pay- 
ment, pledge, transfer, or conveyance of any 
part of his property, either directiy or indirect- 
ly, absolutely or conditionally, and De. 
or persons fur whose benefit said p is 
seized, or to whom said payment, pledge, trans- 
fer, or conveyance is made, bas or have reason- 
abie ground to believe at the time of such seiz- 
ure or receiving such property that said seizure, 
payment, pledge, traosfer, or conveyance is 80 
made with a view of giving such preference as 
aforesaid, then every such seizure, payment, 
pledge, transfer, or conveyance shail be void, 
and the assignee or assignees may recover said 
property, or the value thereof, from the person 
or persons 80 seizing Or receiving the same. 

** Sec. 17. If the assignee or assignees of any 
creditor shall state upon Oath to the court that 
he or they believe that any person bas in his or 
ber possession, or bas concealed or embezzled, 
any goods, chattels, money, books of account. 
papers, any evidences of debt whatever, or 
tities to lands belonging to the debtor, or that 
he or they believe any person has any 
knowledge or information of or concerning any 
evidences of indebtedness, or property, tities, or 
effects belonging to the debtor, which knowl- 
edge or information is necessary to recover the 
same by suitor otherwise by the assignee or 
assignees, of which the assignee or assignees 
are ignorant, and that such person refuses to 
Give the assignee or assignees such knowledge or 
intormation, the court shali require such person 
to appear before it by citation, and may ¢xam- 
ine bim on oath and hear the testimony of the 
assignee or assignees, and other evidence offered 
by either party,and make suchorder in the 
premises as the case may require. 

Sr. 18. If such person refuses to answer 
such proper interrogatories as may be pro- 
pounded to him, or refuses to deliver up such 
property or effects, or, in case the same bas been 
converted, tne proceeds or value thereof, upon 
a requisition being Made for that purpose by an 
order of the court, the court may commit such 
person to jail until he comply witn the order of 
the court therein.“ 

The bill was advocated as calculated to pre- 
vent fraud, and opposed on tne ground that it 
would lead to fraud. It was claimed that an 
honest man would make a lawful preference on 
becoming insolvent, while a rogue couid not. be 
estopped from swindiing by such a measure. 
Finaily the bill was seut to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Another protracted discussion was occasioned 
by Condee’s bill giving policemen power to ar- 
rest offenders without warrant, which was 
tinaily advanced to a third reading, whereupou 
the Senate adjourned until morning.

THE PANIC. 
THE ALARM OF FIRE AND THE RUSH TO 
DEATH. 

New York, Feb. 20.— [Special. — There 
are about 700 children in attendance at the 
parochial School attached to the Church of 
the Most Holy Redeemer in East Fourth 
street, and about 200 of them are 
boys from 7 to 12 years old. At 3 
o’clock this afternoon these children 
were all quietly engaged in reciting their 
lessons. They were in charge of nine Sisters 
of the Convent of Notre Dame and of Father 
Hesperlein, the Principal. Father Hesper- 
lein was on the third floor in charge of one 
class, and another on the same floor was 
being conducted by Sister Flavia. 
Sister Apronia was instructing a 
class of about 100 boys on the east side of the 
second floor. On the west side was a class 
of girls. Between the two rooms is a large 
closet with two doors opening from it, one 


into each hall. 
THE ALARM. 


A few minutes after 3 o’clock Sister Apro- 
nia was summoned to the door. On looking 
to the left along the narrow hall she saw 
smoke issuing from a small closet under the 
stairs leading from the third floor to the 
second floor, on which she stood. She ran 
and opened the closet door. Flames 
burst from the closet, and the 
sister was driven back. She ran to her 
room, marshaled her scholars, and marched 
them out and through the narrow halls past 
the fire and safely down to the street. 

Theodore Edelman, a carpenter, rushed 
up-stairs and attempted to put out the fire. 
The alarm meanwhile was sent throughout 
the building. 

THE RUSH DOWN THE STAIRS. 

Many children rushed to the windows and 
uttered cries of fire. People passing heard 
them, and the greatest confusion arose in the 
street. Within the building the panic grew 
rapidly worse. The children gazed at each 
other mutely and wonderingly. Then they 
rushed to the hallways, screaming like 
wild. Their cries were heard distinctly out- 
side. As the children were rushing down- 
stairs between the second and first floors 
some of the little ones fell and the rest came 
crowding upon them. The stairway was 
thronged, and the wooden railing sud- 
denly gave way. Instantly «the 
screaming, struggling, frightened children 
were precipitated in a mass over the side of 
the stairway into the hall below. Others 
from above fell upon them. Sister Phillippa, 
who had taken her position there, struggled 
heroically to save them, but she was buried 
in the pile of little ones, some of whom were 
in a few minutes suffocated, others killed by 
the shock, and still others injured severely. 

RESCUING THE LIVING. 

The firemen meanwhile had arrived, and 
they put out the fire within a few minutes. 
Then they turned their attention to the chil- 
dren. They found the girls and boys packed 
together in a pile over five feet high. 
were little if any 
injured, but, as the rescuers removed them, 
they came to sights which appalled them. 
One by one the little ones were taken out 
and carried some to neighboring drug and 
other stores, others to their homes by their 
friends and relatives. | 
The scene outside had become one of excite- 
ment. The street from Avenue A to 
Avenue B, and far west of Avenue A, 
was thronged with horror-stricken peo- 
ple. The children’s parents all lived 
in the neighborhood, and they came 
rushing from all directions as soon as they 
had heard the news of the disaster. Mothers 
were nearly frantic. They wrung their hands 
and called on the people and the firemen at 
one moment to save their children, and the 
next they would make desperate efforts to 
enter the building. 

The lifeless bodies of sixteen children 
were taken out, and many were children 
who were apparently dead. Many of those 
from whom life had not departed were 
taken to the Convent of Notre Dame, some 
to Henry Schmidt’s drug store at Avenue A 
and Third street, and others to the shoe 
store adjoining of Francis Hubel. 

As the firemen were raising a ladder to re 
move children from the high steps leading to 
the first floor three women who had children 
in the school rushed up the ladder before 
them in a desperate endeavor to rescue their 
offspring. | 

At the convent'the scene was heartrending. 
Some six or eight children were there. All 
the physicians of the neighborhood who were 
not away on calls had hastened to render 
ald, and several of them were at 
the convent. Dr. Wickes Washburn, 
of Fourth street, made the greatest 
efforts to save the life of little Alphonsa 
Fisher, the daughter of John Fisher, the 
Organist of the Church of the Most Holy 
Redeemer. She was a beautiful prunet. 
There appeared to be signs of life, but Dr. 
Washburn and other physicians were obliged

THE TEACHEE OF THE FIFTH CLASS. 

The sister who had charge of the fifth class 
of girls said that nearly all of her class, 
numbering eighty, remained quietly in the 
room with her until the firemen took them 
down the staircase where the fire was. 

STORY OF TWO Boys. 

Charles Kutscheiger and Stanislaus Sher- 
enski, 11 and 10 years old, said they heard a 
cry of fire and made a rush for their hats, 
which hung on pegs 
of the reception room. They were on 
the fourth floor of the building. When they 
got down to the floor where the girls were 
they were hustled and squeezed, and the 
girls blocked up the entrance in a frantic 
effort to get out. The crush 
was 80 great that the two boys 
were lifted from their feet, and by that 
means they avoided suffocation. When they 
gained the street their jackets were rent in 
ribbons. At the entrance they met frantic 
people endeavoring to effect an entrance. 

AN ELEVEN-YEAR-OLD GIRL.

Elizabeth Skabitski was only 6 years old. 
She was the smallest girl who was killed.

Minnie Trouche, 10 years old, lived at No. 
186 East Third street. Mr. Trouche, a labor- 
er, recognized her body at the police station.

Fourth street. Her body was the first recog- 
nized at the police station. 

THE INJURED. 

Following is the list of injured children, 
so far as their names could be ascertained 
by the police: 

Frederick Dockheimer, aged 11 years, was 
nearly suffocated. He was frothing at the 
mouth when carried into Lluber’s shoe- store 
near the school, but he was able later to go 
to his bome at No. 378 East Houston street. 

Maggie Eid, 10 years old, ot No. 300 East 
Tenth street, had her right side injured 
severely. She was taken to her home. 

John Engel, 11 years old, of No. 633 Fifth 
street, had his leg broken in the rush down 
stairs. Ile was carried to the convent and 


was given. She elbowed her way 
through her companions to the stairs, 
but could get no further. “My 
whole past life passed before 
said the child: 
over each other’s heads and stumble and fall 
to the next landing. Imanaged to keep 
my feet with difficulty, and with the excep- 
tion of some slightstrains I am uninjured.” 

A number of the girls went to the regular 
means of escape, because they were familiar 
with them. 

OTHER RELATIONS.} 

A group of boys and girls who stood in 
Third street, near Avenue A, this evening, 
were surrounded while they told the story 
of how they fell down the side of the stair- 
case and crawled and struggled together to 
be free. They were between the ages of 7 
and 10 years. 

A curious circumstance happened to two 
of the boys, the children of Charles Maier, 
of No. 42 Avenue A. The elder of the two, 
Joseph, aged about 7, rushed out with his as- 
sociates of the sixth class, whose room was 
on the third floor, and he fell to the 
ground. 
6, was wiser, and went slowly and delib- 
erately down, and made his way safely into 
the street, Both children were sent to bed 
soon after nightfall, and before 9 o’clock 
were sleeping scundly, wrapped in each 
other’s arms, while their parents were most 
earnest in showing their thankfulness. 

THE SISTER SUPERIOR’S STORY. 

Sister Superior Augustina, of the Convent 
of Notre Dame, who has charge of the school, 
gives the following account of the accident: 
There were nine classes in the school-build- 
ing and nine teachers. Each class was 
in a separate room. The sixth 
class of boys was on the 
second floor in the east end of the building, 
and the fifth class on the floor above. All 
the others are classes of girls. The class- 
rooms devoted to the boys opened on either 
the eastern stairway or the western, but the 
boys used the eastern. The boys number 
altogether 200, ranging from 6 to 9 years, 
and the girls 500, ranging from 6 to 15 years. 
The accident was no fault of the Sisters, 
several of whom returned two or three times 
to help the children after they had been put 
out of the windows by the firemen. 
There was quiz, a full attendance of 
pupils today. Most of the deaths were 
among the Members of the fourth and sixth 
girls’ classes. We havea regular fire drill, 
in which the pupils have been drilled, and 
they had been tested with faise alarms of 
fire. The place where the fire oc- 
curred was a sort of closet under 
the stairs, in which, I understand, rubbish 
had been stored. It bad no connection with 
the school, and the Sisters had nothing to do 
with it. The fifth class of girls were on the 
second floor in the east end of the building, 
next to where the fire occurred. When 
the alarm was given they had an opportuni- 
ty to come out below it by the east staircase 
but the boys hau to take the other route and 
go down the other staircase. The panic oris- 
inated in the breaking of the stairs, and the 
crush was made much worse by people 
who crowded in from outside and blocked 
up the entrance. I was in the convent when 
I heard the alarm, and ran over and 
went in at the eastern entrance, past 
the burning stairs, to do what 1 
could to save the children. They were 
going down nicely under the direction of 
two of the sisters when the boarding broke. 
One of the sisters, whose name it would not 
be proper for me to give, ran up when 
the boarding began to crack and at- 
tempted to hold back the children 
by main force. The wood gave way,

Annie Smith, aged 11 years, was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital, suffering from serious in- 
ternal injuries. Her home is at 219 Avenue . 
IDENTIFYING THE DEAD—PITIFUL SIGHTS. 

The bodies of eleven girls were carried to 
the Seventeenth Precinct Police Station at 
First avenue and Fifth street. Some were 
taken there on shutters by policemen, 
and others were removed in am- 
bulances and dead-wagons from Bellevue 
Hospital. They were placed on the floor 
in a row in the backroom of the station in 
which the policemen usually assemble for 
rolil-call. Their limbs were straightened out 
and their torn clothing was arranged by the 
officers. The lights in the rooms were turned 
on full, so that the features of each upturned 
face could be seen plainly. It was 
a pitiful sight Which the parents of the dead 
children were soon permitted to witness. A 
great throng of excited mén, Women, and 
children soon collected in front of the sta- 
tion. Parents who had missed their little 
ones clamored eagerly for admittance, 
and it was necessary to form a line 
of police in front of the station to keep or- 
der. Commissioner Brennan, of the De- 
partment of Charities and Correction, who 
had paid a visit to the school-building, soon 
appeared at the station with Coroner Levy 
and Deputy-Coroner Donlin. It was decided 
to move the bodies as soon as they 
could be identified. Mr. Brennan said that 
one of the ambulances should remain on 
duty at the station to be used in conveying 
away the bodies. 

‘The parents who were searching for miss- 
ing children were perniitted to enter the 
room where the bodies were. A piece of 
paper bearing a number was placed 
on the breast of each body to has- 
ten the work of identification, and 
as soon as the body was identified Coroner 
Levy gave a permit for its removal. Mr. 
Brennan took charge of the permits and su- 
perintended the removal of the bodies, while 
he also spoke consolingly to the parents. 

Most of the bodies were recognized by 
mothers, and the anguish of the women was 
touching in the extreme. Some of them fell 
on their children and kissed and embraced 
them, moaning and crying. Now and then 
a woman who entered the room 
turned away with sighs of relief 
after she had failed to discover the faces 
for which she was searching, .A few chil- 
dren who had eseaped injury, but had be- 
come bewildered in the throng in front of 
the school, were led to the station, where 
they were caught up and embraced by de- 
lighted parents. 

The first body identified at the station was 
that of Minnie Uster. A few minutes later 
Mrs. Babara Happ fell in convulsions as she 
recognized the body of her little daughter 
Mary. Michael Narr, a plasterer, went 
to the station accompanied by his 
daughter, who was a teacher 
in the school. Their gaze was riveted by the 
body of a golden-halred child, whose beauty 
had attraced the attention of less interested 
spectators. The child was Josephine Narr. 
Taking the body in his arms, the plasterer 


cried like a chiid. 
Oue of the last bodies to be identified was 


that of Lena Bindnagel. Ler father, John 


was 11 yegrs old.

THE BUILDING, 
A VERITABLE DEATH-TRAP. 

New York, Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
school at which the accident oceurred is in 
charge of the Convent of Notre Dame, 
which lies just east of the convent. There 
are nine class-rooms in the  build- 
ing, two on each floor, ex- 
cept on the first—seven of them 
for girls and two for boys, and, as the -build- 
ing is shallow, being not more than thirty 
feet deep, they all look out on Fourth street. 
There are narrow halls on the east and west 
sides of the buildings, running behind the 
recitation-rooms, and the stairways admit of 
the passage of two persons abreast, On the 
third floor there is a general landing, and 
from this the stairs continue on each side of 
the structure. The first floor is a 
few feet above the level of the 
street, and is reached from the front 
by stairs rising at right-angles to the build- 
ing. There are entrances on each side by 
descending steps into the basement, where 
broad halla lead to the rear, and from there 
narrow stirs lead up to the first floor. 
From the landing of the stairs leading from 
the second to the first floor two narrow halls 
lead to the front of the building communicat- 
ing with steps. All the stairways are 
so dark that one needs to feel his 
way in passing through many of them. 
The doors communicating with them are 
still narrower. One of them on the second 
floor leading to the room where 100 small 
boys were accustomed to recite is two and a 
half feet wide, and on being opened as it 
swings inward leaves only about a foot of 
space for passage between it and the seats. 

MUTTERINGS OF INDIGNATION, 

Nearly all of the children who attended the 
school were ot German or Irish parentage, a 
large proportion of them bemg Germans. 
The excitement that prevailed in the vicinity 
of the school building was in- 
tense, and increased as the en- 
tent of the disaster became known. 
The street in front of theschool was crowded 
with people from 5:50 p. m. until after dark. 
The prevailing sentiment among the men 
und women who composed these large 
crowds was one of sorrow; but, as 
the reports of narrow passages 
and staircases in the schoolhouse 
began to circulate, mutterings of indigna- 
tion were heard on all sides. Some of the 
residents of the neighborhood said that the 
building should have been abandoned for 
school purposes years ago. It was ascer- 
tained that the old school building 
was erected twenty years ago. Up 
to six years ago it was used for all the chil- 
dren attending the parochial schools at- 
tached to this parish At one time 1,400 
pupils were gathered within its 
walls. In the centre of a lot 
100 feet front, which is owned by the church, 
and is situated a few feet from the old build- 
ing, a new building was erectesl six years ago 
to relieve the pressure upon the old one. This 
new structure is six stories high and fifty 
tet front, and the staircases are six feet 
wide and coustructed of stone. On each side 
of this new building are tenement-houses, 
and the partition walls between are some- 
what thin, with the expectation of extend- 
ing the school building both ways in course 
of time. 

TALKS WITH INSPECTORS. 

Inspector . Esterbrook, of the Bureau of 

Buildings, did not remember whether any re- 
ports criticising the construction of the 
building had been received by his bureau or 
not. 
Where so large a number of children are 
killed in trying to get out of a building in a 
panic, would you say the means of escape 
were adequate?“ 

There must be something wrong. Either 
the discipline was bad or the passagéways 
were not properly built.” 

John Riley, Deputy Inspector for the dis- 
trict, said last night: “I found that the 
fire originated in a little closet on 
the second landm. under the staircase, 
on the boys’ end of the  butiding. 
Some boys had probably been out on the 
landing smoking cigarets, and had thrown 
the lighted ends into the closet. In place of 
rails the staircases were sheathed in with 
stout boards, about four feet high, with a 
cap on top. Finding that the smoke 
came up the staircase on the boys’ side, the 
children rushed down the girls’ staircase. 
The boys, following the girls, pushed them. 
At the angle at the top of the stairs on the 
second-floor landing a jam occurred, and 
the upper half of the sheathing of the stairs, 
unable to bear the pressure, gave way. The 
children fell over, the little girls first, and 
the boys after them.”

PLACING THE BLAME—VARIOUS CONCLU- 
SIONS. 
_ Father Hellprecht is the priest nominally 
in charge of the Church of the Most Holy 
Redeemer, to which the school is attached, 
but he has been sick for six months, and 
his duties have devolved upon Father He 
pelein, his assistant. The latter, when asked 
by a reporter to give an account of the catas- 
trophe, said that when it occurred he was in 
a class-room on the fourth floor, on the west- 
ern side of the building, children who were 
checked in their exit being urged onward by 
the children behind them, whose number 
was greater than usual at that side of the 
building beeause the three classes that 
should have used the east staircase being 
cut off by the fire and compelled to 
use the west staircase, a ja at 
the bottom of the west staircase 
was the result, and the sheathed baluster 
gave way. When it began to break, two 
Sisters were on the north sideof itin the 
hall. One of them tried to support it, but it 
toppled over on her and her com- 
panion, and, to use their expres- 
sion, “the children poured on them 
and buried them.”

AN OUTRAGE ON AN AMERICAN SHIP. 

New York, Feb. W.—([Special.]—Capt. Samuel 
Hess, master of the steamship Vafenvia, which 
arrived late at this port on Monday night from 
Curacoa, reported that the steamer was fred at 
while passing betweea—the two forts at 
the entrance into the harbor at 
that port.

Lox Do., Feb. 20.—[Special Cable. ]— There has 
arisen from this country an exulting shout of 
satisfaction that the noose is already around the 
necks of the Phcesix Park assasins. 
tempered only by the regret that Carey 
should have slipped dis neck out just 
in time. The startling revelations 
of Kilmainham court-house form the sole topic 
of conversation in house, club, street, and 
wherever men meet and talk. The newspapers 
print column upon columa, editorial upon 
editorial. All classes of society are profoundly 
moved and excited, and eagerly await 
further developments and the news of 
the success of the detectives, who, doubtless, 
are tracking the other members of the conspir- 
acy. Amid the general satisfaction there ex- 
ists also strong party feelings. The Cons@rva- 
tives are seizing a grand opportunity to taunt 
the Government with the Kilmainham 
com pact. The St. Jame’ Gazette bas 
a bitter party article, and thinks that, 
though the Government have had to 
endure many humiliations in Ireland, none can 
distress them more than the nevessity of par- 
doning a villain like James Carey for the sake 
of his information. It stems most deplorable 
that they could not contrive to keep the 
rope round the wretch’s neck, than whom 
no man in the dock is more guiity, dangerous, 
and detestabie.

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM SUGGESTIONS. 

The most elaborate discussion of law re- 
form which has appeared with a direct bear- 
ing on the criminal code of this State is con- 
ained in a pamphlet recently issued under 
the title, Reform of the Criminal Law.“ 
This pamphiet is published anonymously, 
but, aside from its own merits, it is entitled 


to special consideration because it is under- 


stood to be the production of one of the Cook 
County Circuit Judges; it has all the signifi- 
eance, therefore, which should attach to a 
summary of judicial experience in the trials 
of criminal cases. 

The author of this pamphlet starts out by 
drawing attention to a maxim of law which 
is either ignored altogether or neglected too 
much by our lawmakers. It is a well-settled 
principle, sustained by immemorial practices 
incommon law, that whenever the reason 
for a particular law ceases to exist the 
law itself dies a natural death If 
the philosophy of this maxim were 
understood by modern legislators they 
would insist upon the elimination of most of 
the technicalities which come from the older 
English courts and were properly used in 
their day to protect accused persons against 
summary proceedings and excessive penal- 
ties. At the time when the deatff penalty 
was fixed for 160 different offenses, including 
theft of property to the value of one shilling, 
and when a person accused of crime was cut 
off from counsel and friends till arraigned in 
court, it was vey natural that ingenious ex- 
pedients were devised to save innocent men 
from the unjust convictions which might eas- 
ily follow such tyrannical and cruel prac- 
tices. The conditions are very different now. 
Penalties are provided in a humane spirit, 
accused persons enjoy the broadest liberty of 
intercourse with their lawyers and friends, 
and the courts are administered in a manner 
to assure fair and impartial! trials. Techni- 
cal precedents, forms, and delays which 
were formerly safeguards against ignorant 
or malicious persecution have now become 
a resort for the guilty, and there is as much 
reason why they should be abandoned now 
in the interest of society as there was once 
for maintaining them in the interest of jus- 
tice. 

After making this point clearly, the force 
of which underlies every proper suggestion 
for the réform of criminal law, the pamphlet 
in question proceeds to sustain by legal ar- 
gument the various recommendations which 
have been advocated by Tur Trisune, and 
suggests others of greater detail. Of the 
general propositions, the following are al- 
ready familiar to our readers: Repeal the 
statute which makes juries the judges of the 
law as wellas the facts; make change of 
venue discretionary with the Judge to whom 
application is directed; strike out the clause 
in the jury law which disqualifies a citizen 
who has formed in opinion from reading 
newspapers whenever he has given casual 
expression to such opinion; provide for the 
formal amendments that may be necessary in 
an indictment before the trial begins, if this 
can be done without violating the constitu- 
tional provision; empower the courts to hear 
counter-affidavits when application is made 
for continuances and new trials. These sug- 
gestions have been sufficiently discussed in 
Tus TRIBUNE to make them familiar. There 
is one of equal importance which is omitted 
in the pamphlet—viz.: that bail-bonds in 
criminal cases shall be liens on the real es- 
tate scheduled, which is designed to sup- 
press the straw-bail iniquity. 

Of the new suggestions, the most important 
are as follows: (1) That informations shall 
be resorted to in all cases of misdemeanors 
and petty offenses, in order to avoid the need- 
less delays and costs of formal indictments 
by the grand jury. (2) The statute should 
be so amended as not to permit a convicted 
person who has been fined to schedule out 
of jail under the provisions of the pauper act, 
and thus avoid his punishment. (3) That 
pleas. of insanity in criminal cases should 
be met by the appointment by the court 
of a commission of three disinterested per- 
sons to examine the defendant, and report 
as to his or her insanity at the time the crim- 
inal act was committed. (4) That a mis- 
joinder of counts—that is, an allegation in 
the indictment ot crimes of different degrees 
—shall not because of reversal on a writ of 
error. (5) That grand juries should be au- 
thorized to hear evidence which will explain 
away a charge brought to their attention, 
when they have reason to doubt whether or 
not an indictment should be found. It may 
be suggested that such a rule might be made 
available for procuring the discharge of 
guilty persons, as well as for protect- 
ing innocent persons against § mali- 
cious prosecution, and in that case it 
would not be in the direction of re- 
form. (6) It is proposed that the present 
Statute as to the length of time a person 
may be kept in jail without trial shall be 
amended in such manner as to make the 
pratice uniform in Cook and the other coun- 
ties; that a law shall be passed to punish the 
forging of decrees of divdice; that the pun- 
ishment for crimes of burglary and robbery 
Shall be equalized; and that a former convic- 
tion for crime shall be allowed in evidence 
inacriminal trial. (7) That the law relat- 
ing to vagabonds and vagrants shall be 
amended by providing for a jury trial in or- 
der that it may comply with the constitution- 
al provisions and enable the police to exer- 
cise a practical surveillance over the profes- 
sional criminals. This suggestion has been 
urged strongly by Mr. Felton as a result of 
his experience as Superintendent of the 
bridewell. 

We presume this pamphlet has been placed 
in the hands of the Springfield lawmakers, 
and it is hoped that they may be induced to 
read it carefullymnd give its arguments the 
consideration to which they are entitled. The 
comments on the Supreme Court, with illus- 
trations drawn from many of their reversals 
of convictions found in criminal cases, show

tection for the public. 


THE PROTECTIONIST TARIFF BILL 
PASSED BY THE SENATE. 

The Senate last evening passed the Tariff 
bill as amended by a vote of to 19. One 
Republican, Mitchell of Pennsylvania, voted 
Against the bill on the final passage, while 
ten Democrats and Senator Davis of Lilinois 
voted with the majority. ‘The bill, which 
embodiea to a large extent the recommenda- 
tions of the Tariff Commission, and 
which was reported to the Senate 
by the Finance Committee, has been 
altered to such an extent that its framers 
could not be biamed if they repudiated 
it altogether. The public long ago lost the 
run of the measure, and when the statement 
was made that the Senate today added 10 
per cent to the rates proposed by the Finance 
Committee on ” this, that, or the other arti- 
cle, the item conveyed no information what- 
ever to the people. There was a general 
opinion that in any case the interests of the 
protectionists would be safe in the hands of 
the Senate, and this great fact being estab- 
lished nobody cared much about the details. 

The bill now goes to the House, which has 
nine working days left in whigh to pass 
most of the important appropriation bills and 
consider the tariff question. The House has 
a bill of its own differing only in degree 
from the measure which has finally been 
adopted by the Senate. All hope of passing 
the House bill has faded away, and the only 
possibhity for the accomplishment of any 
tariff legislation whatever by this Congress 
lies in the Liouse adopting the Senate bill 
and passing it substantially in its present 
shape. That the bill as it stands is, consid- 
ered as a measure of tariff reform, a 
fraud of the worst kind goes without 
saying. It reforms nothing, and its attempts 
at the revision and simplification of the sys- 
tem under which the tariff is levied is but 
the merest pretense. Probably it is a better 
bill than the one prepared by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, but the dif- 
ference between the two is slight. The peo- 
ple asked for bread in the shape of a bill 
which should sweep away many of 


for the benefit of the Pennsylvania and 
New England. protectionists. They asked 
that the owners of lumber lands in Mich- 
Iran should be deprived of their prerogative 
of taxing the farmers of the Northwest. 
They have received a stone. The iron and 
lumber interests combined their individual 
strength for the purpose of keeping up the 
tariff, and the bill. which has passed the 
Senate is the result of their joint efforts. 
That it has proven so far acceptable to the 
tariff prohibitionists as to allow of its passage 
through one branch of the National Legis- 
lature is a sufficlent evidence of its char- 
acter. It may or may not pass the 
House, but so far as the welfare of the peo- 
ple is concerned it matters very little what 
becomes ofit. It isa measure of reform which 
deceives no one, and neither its passage nor 
its rejection will avail to any appreciable ex- 
tent in satisfying the general demand for 
a real revision and an emphatic reduction 
of the tariff.

THE WHITE SLAVE. 

Three hundred thousand man-owning fami- 
lies in the time of slavery in this country 
held down 4,000,000 of negroes and 7,000,000 
of what bluff Ben Wade called “niggeriess 
Whites.“ An oligarchical minority of 1,000,- 
000 appropriated the labor of 4,000,000 under 
the protective pretense that their sole motive 
was “patriarchal.” So completely did this 
clever minority mesmerize those whom its 
monopoly of unpaid labor degraded that 
these poor white trash laid down their lives 
on the field of battle by the hundred thou- 
sand in defense of che peculiar institution.” 
The slaves who loved freedom so well that 
they would creep away at midnight to sing 
its songs in the safe depths of the cypress 
swamp kept faithful guard over the planta- 
tion while their master went to the front to offi- 
cer the niggerless whites who were fighting 
that he might keep the negro in bondage and 


ness. ‘The most peculiar thing about the 
peculiar institution was that it should thus 
have won the support of thetwo classes who 
were its victims. 

There are 255,840 eapitalists or corpora- 
tions in this countryjwho are employers of 
labor in manufactures. Their laborers num- 
ber 2,738,950. Of the total population of the 
United States, according to the census, 
there are 17,392,009 engaged in work for 
their livelihood. Nearly eight millions of 
these are farmers, 4,000,000 are in the pro- 
fessional and personal occupations, and near- 
ly 2,000,000 are busy in trade and transporta- 
tion. The 50,000,000 of our population are 
supplied with their bread and butter by the 
efforts of the 17,392,099 who work. 

A patriarchal or protective system has 
been established by a cunning minority of 
these manufacturing capitalists or corpora- 
tions by which they appropriate alarge part 
of the labor of the rest of the country. The 
Southern planter gave his slave subsistence. 
Whether corn or bacon were worth more or 
less, the black got his rations day in and day 
out. The white employé of the manufactur- 
ing corporation has to take his chances. They 
struck by the hundred thousand last summer 
because, as they declared, their wages would 
not support them. 

If that man isa slave who parts with his 
labor without his consent for tne benefit of 
another man or class of men, then we have 
slaves in this country still. Some dozens of 
iron, steel, silk, woolen, pottery, copper, 
salt, coal, match, lumber, and related syn- 
dicates have formed an alliance at Washing- 
ton with other syndicates that want huge 
slices of the public lands or huge apyyopria- 
tions for swindling pengions, or exemption 
from paying Whisky-taxes, or special legisla- 
tion like the Butterworth Southern Pacific 
consolidation to create monopolies in trans- 
por tation, or the lack of legislation like that 
which keeps its owners out of Alaska for the 
want of a police, and by this combination 
lands and appropriations and charters and 
taxes are reciprocally voted to those who 
want them for their private benefit. 

Like the Southern slave-owners, the aris- 
tocracy who control our tax legislation never 
ask anything for themselves. When they 
demand the privilege of taxing all the con- 
sumers of what they produce their plea is 
the paternal one that they desire to pay their 
laborers high wages, or that they desire to 
give the farmers a home market.“ The 
census shows with the nicety of a mathemat- 
ical demonstration that the employés of the 
protected classes receive less than the aver- 
age wages of American industry, and as for 
the home market the American farmer knows 
that an underpaid class of factory operatives 
can add nothing to the price of his products 
or the demand for them. 

The Pittsburg manufacturer who refused 
to advance the wages of his men last sum- 
mer, and has shut them out of his mill this 
winter, talks at Washington about “ the in- 
terests of American labor“ as if he had no 
other concern in life. His prototype is the 
Southern member of Congress who dwelt 
with tearful eyes and tremulous voice upon 
the love he bore his dear old black “ mam- 
my,“ who had nursed him in childhood, and 
whom cruel Northern abolitionists proposed 
to forbid him to take with him into

The laborer is his dear old black 
mammy, whom he loves, and lobbies for, and 
sells. 

The 8,000,000 of farmers, the 4,000,000 of 
professional’ men, the 2,000,000 of those in 
trade and transportation are “ the nigger- 
less whites of the protective system. They 
employ no artisans and operatives; they go 
to Congress for no special legislation or pri- 
vate taxes; they pay the profits of the steel, 
match, coal, iron, copper, salt, and blanket 
rings. 
enmeshed like the poor white trash of the 
South in the web of a predatory delusion. 
They believe the rich manufacturer when 
he says he spends his time at Washington 
for the sake of his laborers and the farmers. 
and when he asserts that the whole fabric of 
society will tumble down unless they stand 
up to defend this “ patriarchal’ and pecul- 
lar“ system of slavery by which the manu- 
facturer is supported out of the forced con- 
tributions from their own labor and lives. 

Patriarchal slavery lived only by the power 
of delusion craftily preached by an inter- 
ested aml selfish minority. Protective slav- 
ery lives by the same subjugation of the 
common sense of the masses at whose cost it 
is maintained. Even the selfishness that 
plans it ia deluded. The masters who de- 
graded the negroes and the niggerless whites 
suffered with them, asis proved by the un- 
paralleled prosperity of the South with free 
labor. Slave-labor did well when it pro- 
dnced 4,000,000 of bales of cotton a year. 
Free labor brought forth 6,800,000 last year. 
The masters who seek prosperity by enslav- 
ing white labor by taxes that confiscate its 
efforts for private benefit and corrupt the 
whole political life of the Nation catch a 
hollow prize. The failures and st@pages in 
all branches of the protective industries 
show that they are unsound to the core. 

History will repeat itself. Protection is 
not more securely intrenched in the laws, 
institutions, regards, and interests of the 
country than slavery appeared to be. It will 
as surely be trod under the feet of the people 
as they move on in their historic march to 
wider liberty. A system that has to use all 
the arts of the lobby, that log-rolls with all 
other combinations, that seeks undue favors 
from Congress, that veils its purposes in mis- 
leading and mysterious terms like those of 
the proposed Tariff bill, that hag to stifle the 
voice of its opponents, as was ‘done in the 
appointment of the Tariff Commission—such 
a system has no moral strength. Its policy 
allenates those who love truth-telling, and 
fair-play, and candor of purpose. Some day 
it will crumble away, like slavery, and when 
it is gone even those who believed them- 
selves its principal beneficiaries will feel that 
it is a good riddance, 

THE ENGLISH PARLIAMENTARY SESSION. 

The foreign mails give us a clearer view of 
the measures to come before Parliament 
than has yet been done by the telegraph, as 
well as the temper in which Parliament will 
consider them. It is intimated in this con- 
nection that many of the measures to which 
the Government is pledged are yet to be con- 
sidered in the Cabinet, which may account 
for their non-appearance in the Queen’s 
speech and the failure of the Ministers to 
announce them as itemsin their program, 
and that they will take their final shape dur- 
ing the debates on the speech. 

The Times in an article forecasting the 
events of the session throws some light upon 
the attitude of the Government towards the 
administration of the Crimes act, and de- 
clares that the Irish members will be disap- 
pointed if they expect to ebtain any conces- 
sion trom the Government or its supporters 
by their attacks upon the Lrish Executive. It 
declares very emphatically: 


The Government, as a whole, ianow convinced 
of the entire necessity of the Crimes act and of 
its vigorous and vigilant application. The @rime 
Minister himself has been foremost in urging 
the Irish Executive to use all its powers in the 
task of bringing Irish offenders—some of whom 
we may now hope to see unmasked—to justice. 
Whatever illusions Mr. Gladftone may formerly 
have harbored as to the nature and extent of 
Irish crime were dispellea once for all by the 
murders io the Phenix Park. Hie is known to 
have felt great disappointment at the failure of 
the police to track the authors of so abominabie 
a crime, and not only has he urged the ciosest 
investigation, but be bas been and is most 
anxious that the Irish Exeoutive should use to 
the utmost the powers conferred upon it by 
Parliament in the Crimes act. Accordingly, the 
Government and its supporters will present a 
firm and united front to the attacks and vitu- 
perations of the extreme Irish party. 


The Times aads somewhat prophetically 
that the Lrish members will find not only that 
they have lost the active support of the Gov- 
ernment, but that they will find some diffl- 
culty in clearing themselves of sympathy 
not to say complicity with Irish conspiracy 
and its notorious objects. The recent dis- 
closures in the Phenix Park trial, if the 
witnesses can be believed, going to show that 
Land-League funds were used to further the 
objects of the secret society of murderers in 
Dublin, give emphasis to the remarks of the 
Times. Most certainly, if they are mot true, 
it is in order for the Irish members to quit 
everything else and rise up and establish 
their denial, for it is a horrible charge. If 
allowed to go undisputed, it will alienate 
sympathy from what is a great and noble 
cause, and set back the progress of land 
reform. : 

Another interesting feature of the present 
session will be the action of members upon 
one of the new rules—namely: the establish- 
ment of the new standing committees. These 
do pot in any way resemble the standing 
committees of our Congress; on the other 
hand, they are so large that they almost 
amount to a Committee of che Whole. The 
mode of their appointment is somewhat 
clumsy and roundabout. ‘They are not di- 
rectly nominated by the House. Instead of 
this simple plan the House nominates a 
committee of selection, consisting of the 
Chairman of the Standing Orders Committee 
and five other members, and this committee 
of selection nominates the standing commit- 
tees, two in number. Only certain measures 
are to be considered by them, and they do not 
fall into their hands until after a second 
reading. One of these committees is that of 
Law, and before it will come the new crimi- 
nal code, or at least so much of it at first as 
relates to procedure. To the other commit- 
tee, thatof Trade, will come the measures 
relating to bankruptcy and patents, which 
have been already outlined. The considera- 
tion of these measures by the committees 
will leave the Commons free to indulge in 
the controversial legislation, which promises 
to be very abundant, especially in connec- 
tion with Irish and Egyptian affairs. 

The first bill of importance to come up be- 
fore Easter will be that introduced by the 
Home Secretary to establish a municipality 
for the City of London. This bill was pre- 
pared at the last session, but as it was at that 
time not very satisfactory to the City Cor- 
poration it has been remodeled, and will 
probably pass in its present shape. It ex- 
tends the municipality of London beyond the 
narrow limits of what is now known as the 
City to the metropolis which surrounds it. 
Of this important measure the Times says:

THE LICENSE LAW. 

The City Council of Chicago has advised 
the Legislature of Lilinols how far the ruling 
opinion of the Council Mill tolerate the adop- 
tion of $500 as the miniWfum rate of saloon- 
licenses. The present license fee is $52; the 
Councilon Monday evening increased the 
rate to $103. The City of Chicago is labor- 
ing under serious embarrassment for the 
wantof revenue. The revenue law of this 
State is a general one which operates exact- 
ly alike in all parts of the State and in all its 
political divisions. To this the law regulat- 
ing license fees is an exception. In some 
cities and incorporated towns the license is 
fixed at one sum and in others at a different 
sum. It ranges from $52 a year in Chicago 
to $1,000 in another city. The Legislature 
of Illinois has full power to fix this sum at 
any uniform rate, applicable to all cities, or 
it may establish a minimum rate, leaving all 
ities to adopt a higher rate if so Aisposed. 
The general revenue law is not at the discre- 
tion of the Legislature, so that all schemes to 
increase the revenue in this city or county by 
special enactments are necessarily idle. The 
people of the various towns and counties of 
tha State are not prepared to amend the Con- 
stitution for the convenience of this city, es- 
pecially when the City Government obstinate- 
ly refuses to avail itself of a legal and legiti- 
mate means to increase its revenue. 

There are 4,000 liquor saloons in this city. 
From their number they have sunk into an 
unprecedented collection of rum-holes, where 
drunkenness and the impoverishment. of 
families are the principal objects. The quali- 
ty of liquor sold at most of these saloons Is 
poisonous to health and destructive to the 
physical and mental nature of the victims. 
‘There are numerous localities where 75 per 
cent of the men’s wages are collected by the 
keepers of the debasing establishments, li- 
censed at $52 a year to consume the wages of 
labor. The 4,000 saloonkeepers have become 
a political power in the city. They control 
the election of Mayor and of the City Coun- 
cil. Their number might be reduced one- 
half to the great improvement of the charac- 
ter of the whole and to the great advantage 
of the city and the increase of its financial 
means. The license fee might with benefit 
and propriety be fixed at $1,000, but this de- 
mand has been reduced to a proposed mini- 
mum of $500, leaving to each city the power 
to adopt that or any higher sum that might 
be considered wise. 

The effort has been made to create the im- 
pression that a high license was to be adopt- 
ed exclusively for the benefit of Chicago, 
when in fact it was intended for the benefit 
of the whole State. It is needed for the cor- 
rection of evils in other parts of the State as 
much as it is in this city. The avalanche of 
saloons and their corrupting influence is as 
greatin small cities and towns like Joliet 
and Braidwood in proportion to their popu- 
lation as in this city. 

The license fee of $103 adopted by the 
Council Monday night is too weak a device 
to deceive any person. The Legislature can- 
not be deceived by any such expedient, Even 
if itshall accept this offer as an indication 
of reform, there is nothing to prevent the 
Council repealing th@rdinance and again fix- 
ing the rate at $52. The only remedy and pro- 
tection which the Legislature can afford tho 
people of the State is to fix the rate of lieense 
by a State law, and that rate, to be of any 
practical benefit to the municipalities, should 
not be less than $500, 

The City Council of Chicago does not rep- 
resent public sentiment on this question. 
The Council itself is composed largely of 
saloonkeepers and others whose election de- 
pends on the saloonkeepers of their wards. 
Honestly speaking, a majority of the people 
will be delighted if the Legislature shall fix 
the license fee at 8500. and thus remove from 
the cowardly Council the responsibilty of 
action on this question. The Legisiature is ap- 
pealed to earnestly by alarge niajority of the 
people of all parties to interpose the author- 
ity of the State to break up the present whisky 
despotism and to place the liquor traffic un- 
der the control of law, and to make it suffi- 
ciently remunerative to pay at least a portion 
of the great costitis to the people of this 
city and to the people of the other municipal- 
ities of the State. 


In a pamphlet on criminal-law reform, to 
which more extended reference is made in 
another article, occurs the following para- 
graph: 

In the City of Chicago there are fourteen sa- 
loons within aradiusof about 400 feet of the 
jail, eight or ten of which are within 200 feet of 
the jail door, six within 150 feet, one as you turn 
into the alley to get into the side entrance, one 
at the very entrance of the jail, and one at the 
end of the alley directly across the street as you 
come out. In fact, the jail is flanked and sur- 
rounded ou all sides with saloons, and is a per- 
fect illustration of free traffic in whisky. Many 
of these saioons are used as the rendezvous of 
jail-birds and their associates, and here are 
uries and witnesses waylaid and corrupted. 

here should be a law passed that no saloon of 
auy sort, character, or kind, where whisky is 
Sold, shail be allowed within two blocks of a jail. 
Every police station in the City of Chicago is 
flanked and surrounded by saloons, and in sev- 
eral instances right at the very next door to 
them. Many of these saloons are nothing more 
than rogue and pauper manufactories, and 
would not be allowed in any other country on 
earth one hour. In Eugland, Ireland, France, 
and Germany no such state of things exists. 
Neither would be allowed to exist, ana should 
not be allowed here. 

This statement reveals an evil Which re- 
quires nothing more than bare mention for 
complete elucidation. It is a phase of the 
saloon question Which has not hitherto been 
brought to the attention of the Legislature, 
and a remedy should be provided for this 
specitic case, whether the Legislature adopt 
a general license law or not. The saloon 
busine$s ought to be regulated more strictly 
than it is now in many respects, but certain- 
ly the propriety of exciuding saloons from 
the immediate neighborhood of jails is sufli- 
ciently illustrated by the mere fact that four- 
teen rum-holes are supported by the gang 
which surrounds the jail and Criminal 
Courts in the County-Building. A law pro- 
hibiting the location of saloons within cer- 
tain distance of jails may with advantage 


apply the same condition to police courts. 
— — 


Ir has been announced by telegraph that 
the Danubian Conference is now in session 
in London. Itis one of the most conspicu- 
ous examples of how not to do it as applied 
to international questions that the difficulties 
connected with the navigation of the Dan- 
ube have been more or less the subject of 
discussion since the close of the Crimean 
war, and that, though the beautiful biue 
river flows on as peacefully as ever, the 
dwellers on its banks are no nearer agree 
ment as to its navigation than they have ever 
been. 

The principle involved in this controversy 
makes no account of the interests of riparian 
traders or of the internal traffic which may 


be enjoyed by a State which holds either | piace which he 


bank. It assumes that a great line of nat- 
ural communication cannot be regarded as 
private property, but must be treated as if it 
were the sea. International law regards the 
Danube as an arm of the sea, like the Suez 
Canal—that Is, from its mouth to the Iron 
Gates, beyond which itis not navigable for 
commercial purposes, and it is opposition to 
this principle by Roumania as against Aus- 
tria, who claims that a hostile Power like the 
former should not control it, that has once 
more summoned the representatives of the 
European Powers to meet for the settlement 
of the long-vexed question. To conciliate 
Austria and Roumanla is the object of the 
present conference, and it is intimated that 
the result will be to make the Danube an 
international and European river.

OBITUARY. 


SamoeL J. Meprit, who for the last 
eight and a quarter years has been the managing 
editor of Tux CHICAdO Tripuns, died at twen- 
ty-flve minutes past? o'clock last night at the 
house of his wife's parents in Quincey, lil, For 
many days he bad known that death was im- 
pending and had prepared himseif to meet it. 
He died resigned to so early a departure from 
life and looking forward with hope and faith to 
the future. 

Samuel John Medill, the youngest sou of Will- 
iam and Margaret Medill, was born Nov. 19, 1841. 
on bis father’s farm in Pike Township, Stark 
County, Onio. He lived on the farm and went 
to the country school until April of 1850, when 
he went to Coshocton, O., where his brother 
Joseph Medill was publishing the Coshocton 
County Republican. Of this paper Mr. Medill was 
editor, and his brother William foreman, while 
Sam was general-utility boy about the office, 
and also acted as fly boy—taking the sheets 
from the press. He worked there until May 1. 
1862, when he went to Cleveland, where he had

job-oltice, and worked there under Charley Day 
and Joho Dean, remaining there up to about 
the time when Rand & MeNauy bought 
into the office. He became an excelent 
job-printer, and the knowledge which he 
acquired in that branch of the business became 
of great service to him afterwarda, for few had 
better judgment or finer taste as regarded the 
mechanica! appearance of a paper, the selection 
of type, and especially the choice of letters used 
in headlines. He was also some of the time 
with Conrad Kahler, who was foreman of the 
press-room, and learned, even at that eariy 
period, a great deal about that important brauch 
of the service. 

During the fail of 1860 he got tired of setting 
type, was offered the position pf Stationer to the 
Illinois Central Railroad, and accepted it. Soon 
after the War broke out he made aa effort to 
enlist in the Board of Trade Battery, but was 
finally rejected by the examining surgeon on 
account of his youth and his apparent 
unfitness to undergo the severities and 
hardships of a military life. The place 
which he had on the railroad having been 
filled, he returned to THz Tribune job-room, 
but remained there only a short time. On the 
Ist of September, 1862, be enlisted in Company 
Got the Eighth illinois Cavalry Regiment, of 
which John F. Farnsworth was Colonel, and his 
brother, William Medill, was Major. Of this 
company George A. Forsythe, afterwards on 
Gen. Sheridan's staff, was Captain; Dennis 
Hyne, afterwards Colonel of the Seventeenth 
lllinois, was First- Lieutenant; and Mack Wing 
Second-Lieutenant, He joined the regiment at 
once, saw service at Antictam and South Mount- 
ain, and in a number of cavairy skirmishes in 
Northern Virginia. He was attacked, however, 
by inflaumatory rheumatism, brought on dy 
exposure during the fall campaigns, was sent to 
hospital, and was finally discharged, on account 
of sickness, on the last of November, 1862. 

He returned to Chicago and entered Prof. 
Hathaway's school on Clark street for the pur- 
pose of supplying deficiencies in bis education 
and of fitting himself for college. Oct. 1. 1863, he 
went to college at Beloit, where he remained a 
year. On his return from there be went back 
into Tar TrRiIBUNE job-office and news- 
room, and also did some work as proof- 
reader. Late in the fall of 1884 the 
city editor needed an additional man to 
meet an emergency. He asked Mr. Joseph Me- 
dill, then superintendent of the paper, if there 
was any person whom he could recommend, and 
he said that he might try Sam and see what he 
could do. He was accordingly put to work, first 
as a substitute, and afterwards as a full-fledged 
reporter. 

From this, which was then considered the 
poorest work on a paper, be gradually worked 
his way up until de became sporting reporter. 
He was considered one of the best in the West. 
He had a great liking for all games and pas- 
times, which he preserved to the end of 
his life. Subsequentiy he did general work 
of all kinds, and, if had not been 
for his transfer to execufive duties, would 
ha ve become an able writer. His, private iet- 
ters showed the possession on his part of tine 
descriptive powers and aquick sense of humor 
which would have made him a name had he bad 
an opportunity to employ them in the re- 
portoriai fleid. 

“arly in the summer of 1866 he was offered the 
place of assistant city editor of the Republican, 
the predecessor of the Inter-Ocean. The paper 
was at that time in the charge of Messrs. Smith. 
Ballantyne, Densiow, and Williston, who bad 
gone over from THe TRIBUNE, and were well 
acquainted with the qualifications of the person 
to whom they offered this place oh the Republican. 
He had not held it many weeks before he succeed- 
ed Mr. Alfred Smith as city editor. During the 
fail of 1867 there were disagreements among the 
proprietors of the Republican, which led to Mr. 
Medill’s tendering his resignation ia November 
of that year. He went to Canton to visit his fami- 
ly, and remained there until January of 1868, 
when Mr. Horace White offered him the place 
of city editor of Tun Triscne. That position 
he filled until the close of November, 1873. To 
the discharge of its duties he brought not 
merely a thorough acquaintance with all 
the details of local work, but also a keen appre- 
ciation of what was news, and an intuitive sense 
of the comparative value and interest of the 
subjects with which he had todeal. He had the 
rare faculty of rapid and comprehensive thougnt, 
and was able in a moment to see what was best 
to be done, and to give the necessary 
carry out bis ideas.

BAZAINE, 

HIS BOOK. 

Maprip, Feb. 20.—Marshal Bazaine is 
about to publish a work on the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, chiefly with a view to defend his 
conduct at Metz. 


The story of ex-Marshal Bazaine’s life has 
been often told. A glorious warrior at the 
outbreak of the German war, he suddenly 
collapsed, surrendering at Metz with pussi- 
bly the largest number of men ever asked 
by a victorious General to lay down their 
arms, the cowardly host comprising three 
Marshals, fifty Generals, 6,000 officers, 
and 173,000 men. Popular = indignation 
in France was so great that Bazaine fled to 
Belgium and thence to England. Upon the 
constitution of acourt at Versailles under 
the presidency of the Duc d’Aumale, uncle 
of the Orleanist pretender, and now under 
the ban of Republican suspicion, Bazaine 
took his chances of a whitewash and fe- 
turned to France. He was imprisoned for 
several months, partly for his own protec- 
tion. By a unanimous verdict of the court 
he was sentenced to death, but the Judges 
recommended him to the mercy of President 
MacMahon, who let him off with a detention 
on the little Island of St. Marguerite, off 
Cannes, in the Mediterranean. His sentence 
was for twenty years, but he escaped in Au- 
gust, 1874, after a stay of six months. He 
has since lived in Madrid. Gambetta charac- 
terized the surrender as “une capitulation 
scelerate.“

She loved good music and made it a 
study, and al! the time, though having periods 
of great distress, she was the centre of light 
and inspiration to her country household; 
none of its interests, even the most minute 
details ot farm and bousehold duty, were with- 
out der active codperation, and in all the busy 
routine sde lifted the thougbts of her family, 
her brothers and ber nieces, to her own high 
level. She made, in one of our remote country 
homes, an intellectual life that would be honor- 
able in the city centres of thought and action. 
To ber appreciauon of what was elevating she 
added a creative power of unusual grace. In 4 
wider sphere hers would have been a most bon- 
ored name. In the narrow lot of physical weari- 
ness and local retirement she did a pure and 


beautiful work.

A Substitute for the Scott Liquor Billi 
Proposed in Ohio—Gov. Foster“ Views 
~The Supreme Court. 

CoLtumBus, O., Feb. 20.—|Special.]—Dr. 
Scott, author of the Tax bill providing 
against the evils resulting from the traffic in 
intoxicating liquors, had the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives dis- 
charged from the further consideration of 
the bill, and offered a substitute for the same. 
It provides a penalty of $385 for making a 
false return to the Assessor, and if any per- 
son during the year should sell any intoxl- 
cating liquors besides malt or vinous liquors, 
or both, he will be assessed gn increased 
sum to the amount of $250. Another 
amendment provides for the distribution 
of the revenues raised as follows: In every 
county three-fourths of the money collected 
shall, upon the warrant of the County Audi- 
tor, be paid into the County Treasury, one- 
half to the credit of the police fund and one- 
half to the credit of the general-revenue 
fund, and If there is no police fund in any 
corporation three-fourths shall be placed to 
the credit of the geperal-revenue fund, and 
the other fourth, together with the other 
revenues, shail be placed to the credit 
of the poor fund of such county. See. 
8 of the substitute provides that within 
ten days after the passage of this act each 
County Auditor in the State is hereby di- 
rected to publish by one insertion in a news- 
paper of general circulation in his county a 
notice informing all persons engaged in the 
traflic in intoxicating liquors that the first 
assessments imposed by this act will be due 
‘and payable on or before the 2th day of 
June, 1883: and the Attorney-General is 
charged with the duty of seeing that the 
requirements of this act are observed, and 
may enforce the same, if necessary, by pro- 
ceedings in mandamus. 

THE GOVERNOR’S VIEWS. 

Tue TRIBUNE representative had aconver- 
sation with Gov. Foster in reference to the 
merits of the Scott bill. Ile Is in favor of the 
Scott bill, but would make several minor 
changes in its phraseology. The idea ex- 
pressed in the measure he is in full accord 
with. He said substantially: ** The Scott bill 
meets with my approbation, but 1 would 
make the tax $500, instead of 8250, and so 
word the section providing for the manner in 
which the tax shall be collected that all other 
methods should be exhausted before the lien 
on the real estate should take effect. 1 
would arrange it so that the tax should take 
precedence of a first-mortgage on the person- 
al property of the liquor-dealer, vest the 
Sheriff with power to collect it, and allow 
nothing to come before the tax in the way of 
its settlement. It should be drawn so that 
the tax would bea lien on the household 
os of the liquor-seiler, not even allowing 

usual exemption, and after failing to col- 
by these methods of distraint, 

would have the real estate 
stand for the tax. The Scott Dill 
does not apply to distillers, wholesale deal- 
ers in intoxicating liquors or manutacturers 
of wine, and cannot be objectionable to that 
class of people. Relative vo the disposition 
of the money raised from the collection of 
the tax, | would not pay it all into the poor 
fund of the county, but place one-third of it 
to the credit of that fund and two-thirds to 
the townships in which the tax is raised, 
The provision which allows the dealers 
to poy one-half of the annual tax 
if his business continues duting the year— 
to-wit: ‘From the second Mondav of 
April exclusively in malt or vinous liquors,’ 
1 think should be stricken out. They should 
pay the full amount. The bill is deftly 
drawn, and shows the work of a master hand. 
It obviates all constitutional objections, and 
is certainly a wise measure.“ 

„Would this law pass muster in the Su- 
preme Court?“ queries the correspondent. 

„It certainly would. I should not fear it 
with a unanimous Democratic bench. Even 
as at present constituted, the court would 
pronounce it constitutional, with perhaps 
the dissenting opinion of Judge Longworth.” 

“But, Governor, how would it operate for 
this bill to take precedence of mortgages al- 
ready executed? 

“Well, there might be some question as to 
the power of the General Assembly to pass 
such a law.” 

The conversation turning upon the ap- 
pointments to be made upon the Supreme 
Bench, considerable valuable and exclusive 
information was elicited. 

THE NEW JUDGES. 

The reporter asked if he had vet deter- 
mined whom to appoint in Judge Long- 
worth’s place, to which the Executive re- 
sponded: 

No, I have not.“ 

“ Judge J. B. Foraker and George R. Sage, 
of Hamilton County, are mentioned,” Tun 
TRIBUNE man ventured to say. 

“Oh, yes; but I wish Judge W. H. Upson, 
of Akron was a resident of Hamilton Coun- 
ty. There would then be no difficulty in de- 
termining my choice. Judge Foraker is an 
excellent man, and George R. Sage came 
very nearly getting the plum that Judge 
White got.“ 

Pressed to answer the question as directly 
as possible as to who he would appoint in 
Longworth’s place, the Governor left the re- 
porter with the impression—not gained from 
what he said, but rather from what he did 
not say—that the lucky man would be either 
one of the two gentlemen mentioned, with 
the chances decidedly in favor of Foraker. 

The Governor further said that Judge 
Dople coincided with Judge Johnson as to 
the constitutionality of the Pond bill, and 
laughingly volunteered the information that 
with the passage of the Scott bill, stripped of 
all legal impediments, he would have no rea- 
son to appoint men who are supposed to 
agree with him (the Governor) upon the all- 
— ** question of taxation of the liquor- 
trafiic. Hesmiled with much vigor when 
the reporter broached the subject of any 
such mereenary motive prompting him in 
making his appointments.

John J. Cooper, the new Democratic Treas- 
urer, who sees, in the present extravagant 
spirit of the Legislature, that his chances for 
recouping his campaign expenses by ju- 
dicious deposits of the State funds are 
coming slim, unless something is done to 
check it, has called a halt by announcing the 
fact that the general fund is liable to go dry. 
Feb, 10 in this fund there was $516,216. Since 
then the expenditures have been, for the Leg- 
islature, $130,000; flood sufferers, $140,000 
(possibly): and the R must 
be provided for: Coghlen bonds, $189,000; 
five ten-year bonds, 810,000; Purdue Univer- 
sity bends, $4,250; and a public defense bond 
of $1,050, This is an expenditare in sight of 
$450,000, leaving a small margin for emer- 
gencies and current expenses. The presen- 
tation of the “ public defense” bond of 1861 
issue was a surprise. It is owned by Fred 
Ratzle, of St. Louis, and is the last one out. 

Its number is 556, and it was supposed to 
have been stolen or lost when the other 
bonds were paid. 

THE STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

Representative Graham's bill prop osing a 
tax to permanently endow the State Uni- 
versity at Bloomington with $600,000 was de- 
feated today by the close vote of 44 to 47. 

The Senate, after spending most of the aft- 
ernoon in discussing the question of the loca- 
tion of the proposed asylum for the incurable 
insane, finally referred thé matter to a com- 
mittee consisting of the Senators represent- 
ing the contesting localities. ‘They will re- 
port in the morning recommending that the 
Governor appoint a commission of four per- 
sons, who, with himself, shall select a suit- 
able locanon for three asylums, none of 
which shall cost to exceed $200,000 and be 
mere than fifty miles distant from Indian- 
apolis. 

The Senate committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the affairs of the new State-House is 
ready to report tomorrow. Ihe majority of 
the committee will hold that the Legislature 
should not take any action whatever regard- 
ing aflairs of the State-House. A minority 
will report in favor of allowing the Commis- 
sioners to finish the building if the latter 
can make definit provisions and plans 
whereby the limit of expenditure fixed by 
law—$2,000,000—will not be exceeded. The 
House committee will also report within a day 
or two., It is understood that three, and 
probably fourof them, will report in favor of 
enlarging the power of the Commissioners so 
that they may make such changes as to be able 
to complete the building within the limit, the 
work to be done by the presen’ eontractors. 
This is In substance the same as the bill 
recommended by the Commissioners. There 
is a strong feeling in the House in its favor. 
Mr. McCormick will probably make a 
minority report, which is expected to be in 
favor of reletting the contract. He was an 
unsuccessful bidder at the original letting. 


Wisconsin Legislators Afraid of a Prec- 
edent—Temperance—Bills Killed. 
Mapison, Wis., Feb. 20.— [Special.] In 
the Senate today a joint resolution by Sena- 
tor Lord looking to the introduction of a bill 
appropriating $5,000 for the relief of the 
Ohio River flood sufferers was killed, it be- 
ing considered that it would be a bad prece- 
dent and open the doors to numerous relief 
measures in the future fully as meritorious 
as this. The day in the Senate was other- 
wise spent in the consideration of local and 
private measures.

THE FLOODS. 


Men of Muscle Have Thus Far 
Saved Cairo from De- 
struction. 


Whether They Can Prevent the 
_. Threatened Catastrophe Is Yet 
ir Unknown. 


The Scene of Desolation and Dis- 
may at Shawneetown Beg- 
gars Description. 


Residents of Wilkesbarre, Pa., Still Ap- 
prehensive of an Approaching 
Inundation. 


The Situation Elsewhere—Cleaning Up the 
Rubbish at Cincinnati—Relief 
Measures. 


CAIRO, ILL. 
THE SITUATION STILI. CRITICAL—THE CITY 
SO FAR SAVED BY HARD Won. 

Carmo, III., Feb. 2.—[Special.|—The 
muscle of 1,000 men has kept Cairo out of 
the river today. It has been a desperate 
fight. Cairo at present is an island within 
an island. The overflow of the Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers meets at a point about 
two miles north of the city. The water is 
sixteen feet deep, and the track of the IIIi- 
nois Gentral stilted on trestle-works is all 
that maintains Cairo’s connections with the 
outside world. ‘The track for a mile below 
the trestle runs on a levee, which 
is now about six inecbes above the 
flood. The water of the Mississippi splashes 
against one end of the railroad-ties while the 
others are baptized by the. Ohio flood. A 
mile below the trestle the City of Cairo be- 
gins, the Mississippi levee curving west and 
the Ohio levee rounding east. Both levees 
describe the arc of a circie, and meet at a 
point two and one-half miles below. ‘T'wenty- 
five feet from the spot where the levees join 
at the northern end of the city the 
Ohio River is twelve inches higher 
than tue Mississippi. Here the Ohio 
waters run under the Lilinois Central track 
to the Mississippi, thus forming a double 
environment of water. The bed of the Ohio 
is twenty feet above the grade of many of the 
streets of this city. The Mississippi level is 
ninetecn feet above the same grade. These 
figures will enable readers of Tur TRIBUNE 
to understand the practical value of the 
levees in preserving the integrity of Cairo. 

THE BULKUEADS. 

The levees, however, are today powerless 
to keep the water out of thecity, and because 
of this fact 1.000 men have been engaged in 
building bulkheads. For nearly two milesthe 
bulkhead line is continuous. For more thau a 
mile the water stands against the bulkheads 
fourteen inches in depth. In brief, the situ- 
ation ef the city is precarious. The Missis- 
sippi and the Ohio have both been gaining in 
depth and force, and at 8 o’clock tonight the 
gage shows fifty-one feet and ten incies of 


‘Tue TRIBUNE correspondent walked over 
the seven miles of the levee system this 
afternoon. Near the Halliday House the 
water splashes against the bulkheads just 
sixty feet from the front elevation of the ho- 
tel. From the top of this bulkhead 
East Cairo, on the Kentucky side, is 
seen drenching under many feet of 
water. Passing north crowds of colored 
folks swarm on the Ohio levee waiting for 
steamers and flatboats to bedr them away. 
When asked where she was going, one old 
woman replied: “God knows where I is 
going, but you bet your life I got tired stand- 
in’ in de water askin’ de Lord to dry my 
stockings.” 


A passenger on one of the boats just ar- 
rived from above says the Okaw River is 
booming. All indications point to higher 
water. 

William P. Halliday, the most level-headed 
man in the eity, assures your correspondent 
that the rivers will be higher in the morning 
than they are tonight. 

Noble & Co., of Paducah, have telegraphed 
Capt. Halliday that they expect the crisis 
some time tomorrow. 

Mound City is having a tough time, and the 
authorities have just telegraphed for more 
bags to be used with clay in strengthening 


her levee. 
TRACKS SUBMERGED. 

The stone depot of the Lilinois Central is 
surrounded by water, and at this point the 
correspondent saw darkeis preparing to go 
North on freight trains, while others had 
rallied in force, after deserting the low 
ground near Tweney-ninth street. The 
log drift from the Wabash at this 
point is extremely heavy. Old rivermen say 
the drift indicates that there is a dangerous 
volume of water back of it. Just above is a 
large quantity of Texas & St. Louis rolling 
stock, detained here by the flood. In front 
of the mills of the Halliday Brothers the 
Water covers five tracks, and it is rapidly 
creeping into the city. ‘The bulkhead near 
the Cairo City Mills is being raised, and here 
eight tracks are submerged. A few hundred 
feet above the bulkhead is being doubied. 

At Mayor Thistlewood's storehouse nine 
15 afloat, and from this locality only 
one is visible. The bulkhead is built 
about two feet from this track, and for the 
next mile the single track is guarded by an 
‘unbroken line of bulkheads. 

At points the river creeps under the bulk- 
heads. ‘This is owing to the heavy deposit of 
cinders, through which the water filters as 
through a sieve. Whenever this trouble is 
encountered the Illinois Central folks re- 
move the cinders and fill in with elay from 
Villa Ridge. Hundreds of cars are standing 
in the water. They are useful in holding 
down the tracks. „ 

i A DANGEROUS POINT. 
One of the main points of danger is the 
sewer at Twenty-third street. Owing to a

VALUABLE PROPERTY IN 1 a 

The most vaiudble piece of property in 
city, the Cairo Elevator, is in the flood, the 
water coming up to the level of the founda- 
tion. This structure is worth $250,000. Here 
the correspondent met Mayor Thistiewood, 
who had been in the saddle for four days 
watching the weak points of we embank- 
ment. He is highly praised for his devotion 
to the interests of the city whose Chief Ex- 

titive he ts. 

OW. H. Halliday’s sawmill and box-factory 
are protected by bulkheads. 

Near the lower cross levee scores of men 
are throwing dirt from the Inside of the track 
over into the bulkhead, This cutting on one 
side to strengthen the other isjot satisfactory 
to citizens, who watch with great interest 
every movement of the city’s defenders. 
They say it is like cutting one end of arope 
and tying it on the other end to make 
it longer. Citizens that the 
main ank should not be  weak- 
ened to build the bulkhead. They 
think the railroad company should supply 
more clay from Villa Ridge. Superintend- 
ent Jeffery remains here, and he is doing 
everything that any human being can do. 
Criticism of the company’s methods comes 
with poor grace from the men who have not 
touched a shovel to aid in strengthening the 
breastworks. ‘The railroad tool-house is sur- 
rounded by water, which has risen nearly to 
the roof. The building is held down by sec- 
tions of rails placed on the roof. 

The Singer Company is taking every pre- 
caution possible. It has a plant here of 
$200,000, and will spend twice that sum to 
keep its lumber out of the Gulf of Mexico. 

The car-hoist is surrounded by water. In 
short, everything except one track is sur- 
rendered to the flood. 

Walking up this track this afternoon, the 
Rev. Mr. George said he was forcibly re- 
minded of the old hymn beginning, * Lo, on 
a narrow neck of land, ’twixt two unbounded 
seas, I stand.“ 

At the spot where the cross levee meets 
the main Ohio levee workmen are preparing 
tor a heavy gale of wind by building a line 
of dashboards on top of the buikhead. The 
water stands fifteen inches against the bulk- 
head, and is still rising. 

THE TRUE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS, 

The most interesting section in the whole 
levee system is at the point where the Mis- 
sissippi embankment meets the Ohio levee. 
Here the truecondition of affairs is appar- 
ent. Here today the long-headed, hard- 
working business-men of the city have fre- 
guently met to compare notes. Looking 
north, east, and west, the eye takes in an 
expanse of water unbroken save by the two 
rails of the Illinois Central, which shine like 
silver threads. Here one sees that Cairo 
is menaced -by a disaster terri- 
bie to contemplate. The situation, 
in a nut-shell, is this: The cityis two and 
one-quarter miles long at the widest point 
inside the levees. The city measures a mile 
and a quarter at the point where the Missis- 
sippi receives the Ohio waters. The distance 
across the average width of the city is about 
three-quarters of a mile. Standing anywhere 
on the levee on either side, or above or below, 
one sees nothing but water, and this water is 
kept out of the city by the line of bulk- 
heads hastily thrown up since Sunday. A 
careful computation by good authority shows 
that Cairo is now the centre of forty-two 
miles of flooded country, Twenty-five feet 
above the northern boundary of the city the 
waters of the Allegheny slope mingle with 
the waters from the Rocky Mountains. What 
the result will be no one can foretell, as, with 
sixty-six seet of flood-water at Cinciunati, 
and twenty-five feet of freshet at St. Louis, 
it is impossible to predict the consequences 
at Cairo, when we know that the two great 
rivers have heavy tributaries at intervening 
points. 

The authorities have ordered a large force 
of men onto the Mississippi levee, and haifa 
mile of bulkheads will be completed before 
morning. 

The point at which the Wabash leaves the 
city is now covered by au embankment. The 
cotton compress is surrounded by water, and 
the transfer station of the Wabash Road can 
be reached only by boats. The coal compa- 
nies here cannot supply river boats with 
coal, as the dumps are swimming. 

A FUNERAL PROCESSION. 

Returning along the railroad track, your 
correspondent met a funeral procession. Yes- 
terday a colored woman—Mrs. James Seph— 
died of pneumonia. The funeral occurred 
today. Four colored men carried the coflin on 
their shoulders to the extreme northern part 
of the city. The coffin was followed by the 
husband and son of the deceased, who were 
aiso on foot. At the point where the levees 
meet the coifin was placed in a skiff, and the 
remains were rowed seven miles north to a 
point known as the seven-mile graveyard. 
The men feared that the burial ground was 
under water. In that event they will find 
sepuichre for the dead woman at a point 
further north. It was a never-to- 
be-forgotten spectacle, as the six men 
seated themselves upon the coffin 
in that little skiff and started, so.ne rowing 
and some paddling, in the direction of the 
graveyard, which they might tind submerged. 
The burial ground for the white population 
is at Villa Ridge, tourteen miles north. 


THE WATER STILL RISING. 


At llo’clock tonight the river was rising. 
The lumber yards are surrounded by cor- 
dons of booms. The sipe water is oozing 
through the banks in hundreds of places. 
The Ohio is fifty-one feet ten and one-half 
inches above low-water mark, and Alderman 
Halliday, whom your correspondent found a 
few minutes ago inspecting the bulkhead 
in front of the Halliday House, 
says it will be higher in the morning. On 
the Ohio levee one block north of the Halli- 
day House several colored families have 
camped for the night. They are without 
bedding, and will spend the night feeding a 
kitchen-stove with driftwood. Many more 
of the frightened ones will get out in the 
morning. 

All sorts of rumors prevail, and but for the 
nerve of those substantial citizens who have 
heavy property interests here the panic 
would become general. Relays of workmen 
are distributed along the line every few 
hours. The weather hoids fair. Twenty- 
four hours more will probably decide the 
fate of Cairo. 


SHAWNEETOWN, ILL. 
ALL PREVIOUS RECORDS SURPASSED—THE 
TOWN A SCENE OF DESOLATION. 

SHAWNEETOWN, III., Feb. 19.— Special.] — 
The water overleaped our levees last Thurs- 
day night, and has steadily risen, until now 
it has left all previous records two feet four 
inches in the background, and not a ripple 
can be seen above the levee line. Hundreds 
of dwellings heretofore secure have been 
swept from their foundation and are afloat, 
isolated from their several lots, and mixed 
up as by chance. Outhouses are almost 
universally swept away. 

A number of persons have fallen into the 
turbid waters, but all have been rescued. 

The current in our streets, unlike last year, 
when the levee made a basin that measurably 
broke its force, is swift and pitiless as the 
middle of: the Ohio itself; hence the un- 
paralleled destruction and dismay. 

Everything that human effort can perform 
is being done, but nothing ean stay the swell- 
ing tide of misery and destitution that moves 
on apace with the swellingsea of waters that 
encom pass us. 

Both low and high bottoms are lost far be- 
neath the waves of this mighty deluge, and 
in the wilderness of wild waters a large per- 
centage of last season’s beautiful crops is 
lost, together with houses, stock, fences, 
etc. The loss entailed in Gallatin County 


above may be moderately estimated at a 
uarter of a million of dollars, largely in 
hawneetown and vicinity. 

Still the sea is swelling, and still the work 
of destruction goes forward. 


WILKEKESBARRE}; PA. 
THE SITUATION GROWING MORE CRITICAL. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 20.—[Special.}]— 
Cold weather continues, and the newly-made 
water-basin on the Kingston flats, opposit 
this city, is freezing rapidly. The river 
went down a few inches today, but the 
back-flow has not stopped. ‘The situation 
grows more threatening as the hours ad- 
vance, because of the low temperature, 
which makes more ice. Warm weather was 
wanted to make the vast fields soft and 
yielding, so that when high water came it 
would pass out harmlesly. 

It is learned today that three remarkably for- 
midable gorges are located at distant points 
above—one at Hiawatha Island, near Oswego: 
one this side of Athens, N. F.; and one just be- 
yond Pittston. The occurrence of a sudden 
thaw, with the snow-covered bills pouring their 
melted contributions into the Susquebanna, is 
what is to be feared now. The efforts made by 
the railroad and coa! companies to break the ice 
up around Nanticoke have been successful, and 
the river for nearly two miles above the latter

CINCINNATIJ 
COUNTIAG UP THE LOSSES. 
CINCINNATI. O., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
flood has now receded to such au extent that a 
majority of the buildings which were inundated 
are once more surrounded by dry land. The 


cellars remain full of water, which causes the 
buildings to remain damp, and the injury to 
goods isto some extent continued. The esti- 
mates of direct damuge range from the cost of 
the rickety furniture of a poor- family up to 
$30,000 and $40,000. The majority of the direct 
losses are between 5500 and $10,000. 
This refers to damaged stocks and 
furniture only. The number of such 
losses in Cincinnati and suburbs must reach 
nearly 20,000. To add to these losses is the dam- 
age to buildings, which cannot yet be estimated, 
the expense of removing stocks to places of 
safety ata time when labor was worth $1 an 
hour, and the loss from the suspension of busi- 
ness for almost two weeks. Itis pretty accur- 
ately estimated that the men stopping at the 
manufactories alone amounts to $2,000,000. 
Other departments of business were prostrated 
to almost as serious an extent. The railroad 
and steamboat companies did no business in 
Cincinnati except to guard their property from 
destruction. 

Merchants, whether their stores were inun- 
dated or not., had no trade, for the reason that 
there were no mails and no travel, and hence 
no orders. Goods that were already ordered but 
had not been shippec could not be moved, and 
many of this class of orders have since been 
countermanded. Retail stores were only open 
in the daytime, for there was no gas at night, 
and no customers at any time except for rubber 
goods, lamps, oll, and provisions. 

A common estimate of the direct loss to the 
city from damage to property by the floods is 
$1,000,000. The indirect losses are much more 
difficu't of computation, but, all told, they can- 
not have amounted to less than $5,000,000, and 
higher estimates are abundant. ,

LOUISVILLE. 
THE RIVER CONTINUES TO FALL--TUE RAIL- 
ROADS RESUMING BUSINESS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 20.—The river continues 
to gradually fall, the decline the last twenty- 
four hours being little less than an inch an 
hour. At the head of the canaiat 6 p. m. the 
gage showed thirty-eight feet six inches, and at 
the foot of the falls sixty-four feet six inches. 
The weather is clear and pleasantly cool. Navi- 
gation will probably be resumed within forty- 
eight hours, though difficulties will continue to 


exist several days longer. 

The Gas Company succeeded in clearing the 
pipes of water today, resuming work, and the 
usual supply is being furnished again. 

Railroad companies bave been much annoyed 
by obstructions to trains, especially freight. 
The Jeffersonville, Madison & lodiavapolis has 
at Jeffersonville 0 car-loads awaiting ship- 
ment, while an equal quantity to be brought 
hither is delayed at Indianapolis.

ELSEWHERE. 
TUE WABASI! STILL RISING AND OVERFLOW- 
ING WHOLE COUNTIES. 

Vincennes, Ind., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The Wa- 
bash River has outrivaied itself, and all day long 
boomed upward. At5o’clock it reached twenty- 
three feet of water in the channel, or three 
inches above the highest made in 1875. Law- 
rence County, Illinois, is three-fourths sub- 
merged. The spectacie is amazing to behoid, 
and silences the oldest inhabitant. Allison 
prairie is completely submerged with from one 
to fifteen feet of water. Families were rescued 
by the dozen today. This city is in no immedi- 
ate danger. It is boped the river will re- 
cede before many bours, as encouraging reports 
of that nature dave been received from 
above. The damage to farms and farm prop- 
erty is far from any estimate I can give, al- 
though the loss in this county will not fall far 
short of $100,000. The Onio & Mississippi Rail- 
road track is washed out in several places be- 
tween this city and Lawrenceville, III., and ex- 

ress trains on that road will be run via Terre 

laute and the Vandaila Line in order to get 
to N. Louis ut atl. The road is 
badiy damaged, and several days will elapse be- 
fore it can be put in running order. The levees 
have broken on both the indiavaand LIllinois 
sides of the Wabash River in several places. To- 
morrow, if tbe water does not recede, our peo- 
pie will be in despairat the unhappy condition 
of the people, where homes in the bottom lands 
are at the mercy of the angry torrents. 

THE MACKINAW OVERFLOW CAUSING GREAT 

DAMAGE IN ILLINOIS. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
water in the Mackinaw is still rising, and caus- 
ing great damage throughout the valley. Teis 
Velde, near Pekin, loses over $1,000 worth of 
stock and produce.

The Chicago Branch 
of the Illinois Central Kailway bad a wasbout, 
and trains Were run trom, Gilman to this city, 
and thence by main line to Centralia; they are 
now running on the branch again. 
KEOKUK, IA., IN DANGER, 

KEOKUK, Ia., Feb. 20.—The Mississippi raised 
seven and a hatt feet since last Thursday, but is 
now falling if anything. Tue ice on the Des 
Moines Rapids moved today a short distance 
and gorged. Grave fears are entertained that 
the ice will move out tonight or tomorrow ana 
vurry with it the wood spans of the bridge put 
in after the War Eagle disaster, and greatly 
damage the lumber and other interests in the 
lower part of the city. The Ves Moioves Kiver is 
zorged for thirty miles, and should it break now 
would doubtless take out tbe remaining spans 
of the Keokuk & St. Louis Line railway bridge: 
The railroads are beginning to run trains, but 
several of the lines are forced to transfer over 
streams where bridges were wasbed out. The 
bottom lands on the Mississippi and the Des 
Moines are all voder water. 

MEMPHIS, TENN. 

Mrurms, Tenn., Feb. 20.—The river rose five 

inches during the last twenty-four hours, and 
now marks within three incbes of the danger- 
line. It will take two anda nhalt feet more to 
submerge the tracksof the Memphis & Little 
Kock Kailroad, but the danger to them is from 
backwater, which is rising much more rapidly 
than the Mississippi River. Newport and Jack- 
sonport, on White River, are partially sub- 
merged.

OF COMMITTEES APPOINTED 10 
VISIT TOWNS IN INDIANA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 20.—{Special.]—H. 8. 
Watson, who has represented the Board of Trade 
Relief Committee at Lawrenceburg, returned 
today and addressed the meeting on ’Change. 
He said that ata meeting of property-hoiders 
there last night the loss was reported at $618,225, 
not including that sustained by brewers, rail- 
roads, and other corporations. No food is needed 
at Lawrenceburg for some days. A committee 
of the residents of Lawrenceburg will ask the 
Legisiature for relief in the shape of a loan of 
$200,000. Without this the opinion is expressed 
that the town will be weil-nigh deserted. 

The general facts which will be presented by 
the Legislative Committee in their report will 
be substantialiy as follows:

THE BATTLE OF LIFE, 


Unable to Make Their Way and Pay 
Their Rent, an Aged Couple Give Up 
the Ficht aud Plunge into Eternity. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 

A ghastly discovery was made here in a 
house on West Pratt street. Isidor Ferdi- 
nand Flatau, and his wife, an aged couple, 
were found dead in bed, and a bottle labeled 
prussic acid, which lay between them, told 
the sad story. One month ago they rented 
three rooms in the house of George Goling- 
herst, and the latter describes the old man 
asa peculiar person. He did not pay his 
rent promptly, and on last Saturday Goling- 
herst told him that he must either pay up or 
move. Ile heard nothing more from either 
of them until this morning, when, becoming 
alarmed at their long silence, and hearing a 
dog barking furiousiy in their apartments, 
Golingherst summoned the police. The door 
was broken down and the dead bodies dis- 
covered in a state of decomposition. They 
had been dead about two days. The follow- 
ing letter, addressed to the Coroner of Balti- 
more City, was found in the death-grasp of 
the old man’s hand: 

Dran Str: | consider it my duty to notify you 
that land my wife were compelled to commit 
suicide by taking laudanum. I arrived here 
from Richmond, Va., two mootbs ago, could not 
find anv employment, and my means are all ex- 
bausted. Mr. Golingherst, my landlord, and bis 
wife, whom Love on this rent 85, treated me 
last Saturday nightinsuch a shameful manner 
as could be expected only from the very lowest 
cluss of Dutchmen, to whom tbey belong, who 

dave been sbipped as paupers to this country. I 

begwed both to give me another weeks time, 

and offered security, but they acted as brutes, 
and would not listen to my most earnest re- 
quests. I hope the few effects I leave will pay 
for our funeral expenses, and we wish to be

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A BLOODY DUEL. 


Two Coal-Miners the Principals and 
Buitcherknives the Weapons, 

Pitrspune, Pa., Feb. 20.—|Special.|—Two 
coal-miners at Turtle Creek, in this county, 
named John Watson and Michael Flynn, 
guarreled this morning over some feature of 
their work, and agreed to settle the difficulty 
by a duel with butcherknives. Accompan- 
ied by two others as seconds, they repaired 
to an adjacent barn and at once stripped for 
the fray. They were powerful men physic- 
ally and noted for their pluck. Watson com- 
menced the fight by cutting Flynn on the 
arm. The latter retaliated by stabbing Wat- 
son in the side of the neck. Both of them 
were soon covered with blood, which 
streamed trom many hideous gashes in vari- 
ous parts of their bodies, but they continued 
to cut and slash at each other until they had 
to desist for want of strength. Watson has 
about a dozen wounds, some of them 
serious if not fatal. Flynn fared very little 
better. Ile has a horrible cut on the side of 
his face, extending from mouth to ear. The 
cutin his arm is also very serious. ‘They 
were removed to their homes and surgical 
aid called in. It is doubtfulif either of them 
will recover. The barn floor after the fight 
was covered with blood, which spurted 
against the walls almost to the ceiling. It 
was one of the most desperate rencontres 
that ever took place in this vicinity. The 
weapons used were butcherknives with 
blades at least ten inches long. ‘The fight 
lasted about thirty minutes, and when it 
ended, so great had been the loss of blood, 
the combatants were as weak and helpless 
as infants.

The Selection of Thoman, an Ohio ‘‘Young Demo- 
trat,“ Sharply Criticised All Round. 


FIRST IMPRESSIONS. 
DISSATISFACTION WITH THE SELECTION OF 
THE DEMOCRATIC MEMBER. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]|—The 
President sent to the Senate late this afternoon 
the names of the persons who, in his opimion. 
are the most suitable in the United States to be 
Civil-Service Commissioners. The fact that the 
nominations were 80 long delayed is doubtiess 
anindication that they were carefully con- 
The Commissioners selected are 
Eaton ot New York, John M. 
Gregory of IIlinols, and Leroy D. Thoman of 
Onio. Dorman B. Eaton and Dr. John M. 
Gregory need no introduction to Illinois read- 
ers. If the statements of Obio Congressmvn are 
correct it will be necessary for the press of 
Onio to give the people of that State enlighien- 
ment as to Mr. Leroy D. Thowan. One Onio 
member, commenting on the nomination of 
Thoman tonight, said: There is no more 
reason why he should have been selected as a 
member of the Civil-Service Commission than 
any other young Democratic politician in Ohio. 
A representative man micht have been selected 
from the Democratic party in that State who 
would have been a credit to the cause of civil- 
service reform. But, while there is nothing 
against Thoman personaily, for he is u good, 
‘generous,’ competent young fellow, yet he 
has never been in any way identified with civii- 
service reform. On the contrary, he has been 
more identified with machine politics, and is 
simply a bustling, “active politician.”” It can- 
not be learned that any one outside of the State 
of Ohio ever heard before of Mr. Leroy D. 
Thoman. After painstaking inquiry, it is as- 
certained that Mr. Thoman is a young Demo- 
eratic politician, a resident of Youngstown, 
Mahon County, O.; that be is about 3 years 
of age, isa lawyer by profession, was fora 
time an editor of the Youngstown Vindicator, a 
newspaper not identified with the advocacy of 
civil-service principles; that be bas been Pro- 
bate Judge; that he ran for Congress once 
against McKinley and was badly beaten; that he 
was voted tor as a Democratic candidate once 
for Governor in Ohio; that be has been a mem- 
ber of the Ohio Legislature, where he voted for 
Pendleton for Senator, a duty which be is under- 
stood tu be willing to perform again; that be ia, 
in short, “a wood fellow,” an earnest, ambitious, 
pusbing politician who bas never had any more 
especial identification with the civii-service re- 
fourm movement that the hundred other 
Probate Judges in Onio. He is 8 
man against whose personal character nothing 
cun be said. He is voucbed for as a wan of 
ability, of integrity, as disposed to execute the 
Civil-Service law in good faith, as an aspiring 
politician who will giadly avail himself of the 
connection this commission may give him to 
acquire some National prominence. Mr. 
Thoman, in fact, is a man, like thousands of 
other young men in the politics of both parties, 
who bas bigo aspirations, but if you ask au 
Onio Congressman, as 1 have asked many 
tonight, what special quaiifications Lreoy 
D. Thoman has for the position of 
Civil-Service Com missioner, youwlll be answered 
that no one in Odlo ever beard before that he 
basever bad any identification with or sympa-

town Vindicator are to be cited as an illustration 
of bis zenl for civil-service reform, 
those who know that paper best say 
that this would be the best refutation of any 
statement that itis or bas been anything but a 
Democratic organ of machine politics. Presi- 
dent Arthur, possibly, is not to be held to a 
strict account for the appointment of the Dem- 
ocratic Commissioner, as it has been conceded 
by the politicians from the start that Mr. Pen- 
dieton was to have the nomination of the Dem- 
cratic member of the commission. Pendieton 
did nominate Leroy D. Thoman. It was to Fen- 
dieton that all applicants were referred tonight 
for information as to what sort of person Mr.

be regarded as the best exponent of that prin- 
ciple in the United States or in Ohio 
known to Mr. Pendleton to represent 
the Democratic party on the commis- 
sion. The Republicans will doubtless say 
that itis the business of the Democrats to look 
after that, and there is no probability that any 
Democrat will object that the man chosen by 
Mr. Pendleton is not enough of a civil-service 
reformer. To judge by the vote of the Demo- 
cratic party in the Senate on the passage of the 
Civil-Service bill, it will be no bardsbip to the 
rank and file of the Democracy to vote for a 
man because he has never been known 
to be an enthusiast in the cause 
of civil-service reform. Whetber Presi- 
dent Artbur is to be excused for not 
having selected a more representative man 
among the Democrats for this place, it is, of 
course, for the people to deter nine. The first 
impression, certainly, among those who have 
been the most earnest and consistent advocates 
of civil-service reform is that the name of Mr. 
Leroy D. Thoman is not the best selection that 
could have been made from the Democrats of 
the United States. 


LEROY D. THOMAN, 
A DEMOCRATIC INDORSEMENS. 

OUNGSTOWN, O., Feb. 20.—The News-heataler 
tomorrow will say of Judge L. D. Thoma of 
this city, today nominated by the President 
on the Civil-Service Commission: He was born 
in Salem, Columbiana County, O., 1851; in 1862 he 
moved with bis parents to Whitley County, In- 
diana. He engaged in teaching school for three 
years at Piper City, Il.

a judgment granted. They alleged that the 
corporation of Brown, Bonnell & Co. is 
insolvent, that they are threatened with 
serious and dangerous litigations on behalf of 
a large number of their creditors, which would 
seriously endanger the value of their property 
and invite serious litigations, to the disadvan- 
tage of the complainants and all the creditors of 
the firm. 
RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

Judge Welker appointed Mr. Fayette Brown, 
of the Jackson Iron Company, as Receiver, with 
aboud of $100,000. This was furnished forth- 
witb,and Mossrs.Amasa stone, Selah Chamberigin 
and Charies A. Otis sigued as sureties. r. 
Browo was sworn and entered upon bis duties 
as Receiver. It was arranwed that Mr. Charles 
Otis shoula go to New York and advise with 
the interested parties there,and Mr. Matthews 
took the 2:30 p. m. train on the New York, Penn- 
Sylvania & Ohio for Youngstown, and began last 
night taking an inventory of the stock. Mr. 
Brown, who remained in Cleveland, telegraphed 
Mr. Matthews immediately upon bis arrival in 
Youngstown to close the works. To a reporter 
he said: The works will remain idie until an 
invoice of the stock can be taken. They wil 
probably start up again assoon as an estimate 
of the alfairs can be taken.“ 


IN CHICAGO,

from. Yesterday attachment suits were com- 
menced against the firm by W. E. Stockton, 
agent of Huseey, Howe & Co., for $625.72, and 
by M. K. Moorhead & Co. for $723.83, At the of- 
tice of the Ayers nothing new could be learned. 
Mr. Herbert Ayer was not in, although it was 
said that he had not left the city, but his repre- 
sentative said there were no new developments 
in the situadon. 

Mr. W. E. Stockton, whois the Chicago agent 
of the Sobo [ron Works, in conversation with a 
reporter-yesterday about the present depression 
in the iron manufacturing business remarked, 
without know he was being interviewed: “You 
fellows are evidently trying to break up the 
iron business in this country by letting O. W. 
Potter talk so much in your paper. Of course 
he’is the king iron man in this part of the coun- 
try. and his observations on the iron question 


come with the same force as a message 


from the President of the United Staies 
on public affairs. Now, when Potter says 
that the iron business is deelining. and that it is 
Impossible for rolling-mills to make rails at a 
profit, he begets alarm among all creditors of 
the iron firms. The thing for the iron people to 
do now is to sing soft, not stir up the banks 
and other creditors, and try to allay instead of 
to excite the alarm that is being felt.”’ : 
Mr. A. L. Griffin, the Secretary of the Unfon 
Iron & Steel Company, bas returnedtg the city, 
and was seen by a reporter last evening at bis 
house. He refused, however, to divulge any- 
thing in regard to the prospects of that cor- 
poration, and being asked if he knew anything 
a baut the affairs of the Ayers, replied in the 
negative, saying that of his company and the 
Ayers neither was the ereditor of the otber. 


OBITUARY. 


Michael Finucan, 

Shortly after 7 o’clock Monday evening Mr- 
Michael Finucan, well known and highly re. 
spected by all; and a man of considerable 
prominence politically, died at his home at 
No. 2901 Archer avenue of Bright’s disease, 
from which he had suffered for some time. 
His death was quite sudden, although not 
altogether unexpected. 

Mr. Finucan was a native of County Clare, 
Ireland, where he was born in October, 1814, 
ald was consequently in his 68th year at the 
time of his death. When about 20 years of 
age he came to America, and being full of 
ardor and perseverance he at once entered 
upon an active and successful business 
career, He first went to Mirimachi, Canada, 
where he was engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness in the capacity of foreman in rafting 
operations. He then went to Vermont, 
where he soon took up railroading business, 
and was some time employed as foreman for 
the contracting firm of Hinch, Carney 
& Co. From Vermont M. Finucan 
came to Chicago in the year 1852, and 
went to work on the Galena Kai- 
road, doing contract work under Mr. A. B. 
Stone. Chicago was comparatively a young 
city in those days, and he quickly acquired 
considerable influence in public affairs. In 
18514 he took up his residence on North Clark 
street, near Kinzie, where he ran a success- 
ful business for some time. It was about 
this time that he was appointed a Lieutenant 
of Police, in the time of Mayor Dyer’s Ad- 
ministration and under the now venerable 
Capt. Connett, who was at that time Chief of 
Police. “Long John” succeeded to the 
Mayoralty soon after, and Mr. Finucan was 
retired from public service, with many 
others, as s well remembered. In 
1855 he moved to Archer avenue, where 
he engaged in the saloon and grocery busi- 
ness, In which he continued during the rest 
of his life. His popularity and influence 
among his neighbors kept pace with his in- 
creasing business, and in 1866, when Mark 

heridan resigned his seat in the Common 
Council as representative of the Fifth Ward, 
Mr. Finucan was chosen to fill the vacancy, 
and he served with creait to himself and sat- 
isfaction to his constituents through 18 
He never again was elected to bila . 
although repeatedly urged to become a can- 
didate by his friends. He was a 
Democrat by nature, but joined the 
Republican forces early in life, and 
continued to battle on that side. He was 
well liked by men of both parties, and was 
consequently a power in politics not only in 
his own ward, butin the city. His populari- 
ty was even greater in private life, and he 
was able to count nearly every acquaintance 
as his friend. 

Mr. Finucan leaves four sons and three 
daughters, among whom will be divided his 
property, which is estimated to be worth be- 
tween $50,000 and $70,000. The funeral will 
take place from his late home, No. 2001 
Archer avenue, at 9 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, to Calvary.

Currier, Local Freight Agent of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad at South Branch 
Station, Chicago, died of a congestive chill 
at his home in Lawndale, The deceased had 
been in the employ of the Northwestern 
Company tor six years, and was highly 
esteemed for his ability, integrity, and many 
other good qualities. He was a railroad 
contractor in the West before coming to Chi- 
cago, in which enterprise he failed. He was 
47 years of age at the time of his death, and 
leaves a wife and two children. His remains 
will be taken to New Hampshire, his old 
home, for interment.

About tweuty-five were present, most of whom 
were Cissatisfied with the action of the Council 
last night in raising the saloon license and at 
the same time reconsidering the ordinance 
licensing brokers, bankers, real-estate agents, 
and other lines of business.

There is a probability that Chicago will soon 
lose ber oldest clergyman, so far as resi- 
dence is concerned—the Rev. Clinton Locke, 
rector of Grace Episcopal Church. The 
Diocese ot Indiana is without a dead. 
and the clergy and laity of that State are in 
search of a successor to the late Bishop Talbot. 
The convention meets early next month, and a 
selection will then be made. Among a dozen 
names mentioned is that of Dr. Locke, who, as a 
prominent layman said yesterday, “as a 
preacher and as the successful manager of one 
of the largest parishes in this city is the equal 
if not the superior of any one that has 
been spoken of. He is bright, quick, and 

sed of great executive ability, and is just 
the man fora Bishop.“ While ms congregation 
would regret his leaving, they would feel non- 
ored by bfs election. Nothing bas yet been said 
to him on the subject.and it is pot known 
whether he would accept if eleeted, but a call 
to such a high position is seldom declined by a 
clergyman.

Paul trains. Detective Wood, who was up 
there Monday, says that the prisoners are ſeel- 

immensely biue in spite of the fuct that 
their friends are going to make every effort to 
clear them. met Larry King, an oid 
crook, and found that he had 
$5,500 in behalf of the 
prisoners. learning that Wood 
town. O'Donnell, the man who was robbed, is 
iu Milwaukee in the company of one of the rail- 
road detectives, who will not perm‘t any friend 
of the thieves to “ square the sucker.“ in other 
words, to repay O’Donneil’s lost money ani get 
bim to leave that country. The railroad people 
have had annoyance enough from these crooks, 
and they will do everything in their power to 
secure their conviction. 
WEST LAKE STREET AND STONE PAVEMENTS. 

Some twenty property-owners on Lake street, 
between Ashland and Western avenues, met in 
Rohn's Hall, No. 768 West Lake street, last night 
to protest against the paving of that portion of 
the street with stone. Two papers which had 
been drawn up were read and discussed. The 
first, after protesting against Medina stone or 
any other stone on account of noise and burden- 
some expense, suggested cedar blocks as less 
objectionable if tne Street Ratlroad Company 
was compelled to remove the cobble-stone 
and also use blocks. One gentieman said 
they ‘could easily change the -ordinance 
lu Fegurd lo material for tho 
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body of the street, but it would be hard to get 


the railroad to take up the cobbie-stones. 

other though if pe A succeeded in getting a 
block instead of Medina stone pavement they 
‘should ve satisfied and let the cobbie-stones 
alone. Mr. Robo said two-thirds of the proper- 
ty-owners could make the — apr take up the 
cobbie-stones. Ex-Ald. Brady doubted that 
statement. The property-owners along the 
street could have prevented the cobbie-stoves 
being put down, but when they were once down 
they could not make the company take 
them up. Several gentlemen took ex- 
ception to this statement, saying that 
the stones did not constitute the railroad 
and hence could be changed as any other por- 
tion of the street paving. Mr. Brady said it 
the proper(y-owners did not want Medina stone 
pavement they could stop it by presenting a be- 
tition to the Council, but that would prevent 
any kind of pavement being put down this year. 
For bimseif he was in favor of the Medina 


stone. 
M * Larsen opposed the stone. It would drive 


all buggies and light vehioies off the street and 
give them instead drays and sand-wagons, which 
were bad for trade. His tenants complained of 
the cobbie-stones now, and the Medina 
stone would drive all the good _ resi- 
dents off the street. One gentieman with 
a legal scow! said emphatically if the people did 
not want Medina stone or cobblestone the 
stones would have to fly. for the people were 
wightier than any Common Council or any rail- 
way corporation. Mr. Brady seemed to be alone 
in favoring stone pavenient. A gentieman was 
present representing some new concrete and 
üsphalt pavement which be said was used al- 
most entireiy in Washington. It was as durable 
as stone and as noiseless and clean as wood 
pavement. After hearing him the meeting 
adopted the protect against Medina stone, and 
appointed a committee consisting of two for 
exch square to canvass the street for signatures 


of property-owuers.

But if the 
Legisiature acts, the Council will be forced to 
indorse whatever fee may be fixed at Springtield., 

Complaint was made to the Building De- 
partment yesterday of a violation of the fire 
ordinance at No. 100 West Polk street, where a 
two-story frame has been moved and raised 
about three feet above grade. The building is 
in danger of tumbling down, too, as the posts on 
which it resis are set on ice instead of the solid 
ground. 

Ald. Lawler says the saloon-keepers gen- 
erally are gatiafied with the $103 ordinance. He 
understood, however, that the higb-license men 
intended to move a reconsideration, in order to 
kili all the other license measures. This move, 
he said, would not be successful, as We have 
nineteen Aldermen pledged to stand by the sa- 
joon ordinance and pass ail the others. 

Commissioner Cregier went to Bridgeport 
yesterday, and was satisfied with the progress 
making in the construction of the lock. A good 
deal of water is going down the canal, which is 
draining the country through which it passes. 
The ice in the Desplaines, he said, has not yet 
broken up, and no water gets from that source 
into the Chicago River. The latter is lower than 
it was a day or two ago, and the currevt in it is 
due to the flow from the sewers. “Everything 
is in spiendid shape, thanks to the cold weather, 
and there will be no trouble when the thaw 
comes, as two-thirds of the snow and ice have 
already disappeared.” 

Mayor Harrison has reached “ several con- 
clusions” on the $105 soloon ordinance, but be 
declined to mention them yesterday. He said, 
however, the action of the Council Monday 
night bad forestalled the Legislature. If the 
matter had been let alone, the speeches of a 
week ago, in which the Legisiature was called 
upon by both parties to act, something would 
have beea done at Springtield, Dut now that the 
Council had passed an ordinance the members 
of the Legislature would say: The Aidermen 
of the city have acted. and we will leave the 
question with them, a3 they are the best judges 
as to what should be done. 

Meat-Inspector Lamb condemned eight 
quarters of beef and twenty-fivefcarcasses of 
mutton at O’Malley’s slauguter-house in Bridge- 
port yesterday, and directed them to be put into 
the rendering tank. Keturning later to see if 
this had been done, he learned that John Con- 
nell, the owner of the sheep, bad ordered them 
to be sent to the Jackson Street Market. Lamb 
hurried there, ana found the carcasses had been 
divided among seven butchers, who were offer- 
ing them for sule, thourh the meat was bruised 
and emaciated. He condemned the sheep a 
second time, collected them together, and saw 
to it that they got into the tank. Connell knew 
of the first condemnation, and he will be brought 
into the police court to give bis reasons why he 
countermanded the order of the Inspector. 

ALD. RYAN’S SCHEMF. 

Ald. Ryan's scheme for redistricting the city 
was laughed at by the Aldermen who were at 
the City-Hall yesterday, and they said it hadn't 
a ghost of a show for passage. It was not im- 
probable, however, that the city would be redis- 
tricted, but the Council would not act until aft- 
er the spring election. Ryan's plan puts Lawler, 
Riordan, Hildreth, and Purcell in one ward, and 
they, of course, are against it, since it wipes out 
their chances of ._reéiection. Mayor Harrison 
said he was in favor of redistricting the city ac- 
cording to the charter, that is, on the basis of 
population, caring nothing about voters, as the 
men who do not now cast ballots hope to do so 
some time, and bad as much interest in the city 
as voters. The redistricting should be done on 
the basis of the United Stutes census. 

OUT ON THE PRAIRIE. 

Superintendent Cheney visited the prairie 
west of California avenue yesterday to see 
whether the sewers were doing their duty. 
There are no catch-basins on Washington street 
west of the avenue, so he opened the man- 
holes and let a large quantity of water off in that 
way. Nearly ail that was on the ground three 
or four days ago has disappeared. He says that 
the only way to drain that section is to diga 
ditch at the limits running to the river, there 
beim u fall of eleven feet from Kinzie street to 
the river, the water north of the tormer point 
running in the opposit direction, so the 
dich could stop there. Cicero is higher 
than the city, and the consequence 
is that the whiter rushes east until it reaches 
California avenue, which, being paved, forms a 
dam, and the city sewers are unubie to take care 
of the water within the limits on account of the 
rush from Cicero. Sucha ditch ashe suggests 
would take careof alithe Cicero water, and 
leave the sewersfree for that which accumu- 
lates this side of the limits. Mt would cost, in- 
cioding the street arches, about $10,000. The 
authorities of Cicero ougbt to construct this 


ditch, but they will not do it, as, owing to the lay 
of the land. they get rid of their rain and melted 


snow through the city sewers.

A MASS OF BRUISES. 
INQUEST ON THE WIFE OF TOM WALSH—DE- 
TAILS OF A HORRIBLE MURDER. 

The few new facts developed by the inquest 
yesterday in tne case of Lizzie Walsh, the wom- 
an who was beaten to death by ber brutal hus- 
band Sunday night, served only to make the 
crime appear more and more atrocious and re- 

‘pulsive. Only those who saw the mutilated 
corpse of Tom Walsh's wife can appreciate the 


-the entire 
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extreme atihoity of the murder. In the lan- 
guage of County-Physician Bluthardt. who 
made the post-mortem examination of the body: 


“ The face is covered with contusions, the right | 
eye closed and swollen, and the cartilege of the 


nose broken. Tne lower lip hangs down and is 
badly lacerated. Both arms are covered with 
contusions. Both legs and the breasts are badly 
bruised, the abdomen is in the same condi- 
tion. On turning the body over, a mass of con- 
tusions aud abrasions was revealed. In fact. 
there was not a space eight inches square upon 
body that was not scratched by a con- 
tusion, bruise, or abrasion of the skin. Re- 
moval of the scalp revealed a pulpy mass of 
blood caused by blows on the head. The lungs 
were found collapsed, but bealthy. A contusion 
is visibie under the right breast three inches 
long.” ‘Che post-mortem further showed that 
death was caused by congestion of the brain, 
exhaustion, and shock, 

THE DIRECT RESULT OF THE BEATING. 
Under the scalp was a mass of pulpy blood, and 
there were great biood-clots in the brain, the 
result of ruptured blood- vessels. 

Tom Walsh, the murderer, was the first wit- 
ness to testify. He sbed a few tears while 
giving his testimony, and talked about “his 
poor Lizzie” being dead. His story to the jury 
was about the same as that published in Tun 
TRIBUNE yesterday. He admitted to the jury, 
bowever, that be drank some liquor bimseif 
Sunday. When he came bome from work, as his 
story goes, he found his wife already under the 
influence of liquor, and with more in a bottle. 
She offered him some and be drank it, Then 
de got the bottle filed again, and drank some 
more. After that he went to sleep, and was 
awakened by hearing bis wife fall on the floor. 
He charged her with having, procured more 
liquor while be was asleep, and then be 

TOOK DOWN TE BIG STRAP 
and pounded her until she acknowledged having 
done wrong and begged for mercy. He whipped 
ber because he wanted to teach ber a lesson in 
temperance, and did not intend to kill her. 

The 5-year-old daughter of the couple, who 
witnessed the murder of ber mother, proved a 
good witness in spite of ber tender years. She 
suid: “My papa killedmy mamma. He was 
drunk. He pulied my mamma vut of bed, and 
then dragged her in the front room by the hair 
of the head. Then he threw dirty water and 
slops over her, and after that he strapped her 
and strapped ber. She asked bim to stop, but 
be wouldn't. 1 was afraid to say anything. 
Papa tore mamma's clothes all off. Sbe crawled 
into bed, and asked papa to give der a chemise, 
but he told ber to get. it herself. She coulda’t 
move. Papa 
STRUCK MY MAMMA WITH A PIECE OF THE 

STOVE. 
On the morning after my mamma died my 
pupa drank a lot more. He wuasbed the blood 
off mamma's tace. My mamma did not driok 
auything at all. Papathrew the strap away, and 
Il showed the policeman where it was.” 

The jury found that the beating caused the 
woman's death, and recommended that the 

risoner be held to the grand jury without bail. 

„ was taken to jail. 

Coustable Hendricks says that during tne last 
two or three years he bas served as many asa 
dozen summonses on Tom Waish in forcible 
entry and detaiver suits. The fellow rarely paid 
bis rent, was drunk a great deal of the time, and 
always inclined to be abusive. On one occasion 
he offered to make an assault on Hendricks, but 
quailed before the sigut of the Constable's re- 
volver. His wife, Hendricks said, always seemed 
like an abused but patient woman.

MURDERED FOR BEER. 


William Handy Stabbed and Killed by 
a Carousing Pole in the Stock-Vards 
Region. 

In front of James Mahoney's saloon, at Ash- 
land avenue and Thirty-niath street, last night, 
William Haudy, a yousg man ® years 
of age, was fatally stabbed by 1 
Polander named Frank Ladusky. The scene of 
the homicide is a desolate spot. The brick-yards 
of Legguer & Co, are situated on the west side of 
the street, while on the north, south, and east 
sides numerons clay embankments are piled up 
to a great hight. Canals and sink-holes are 
numerous. The principal part of the laborers 
who work in the packing houses reside in this 
neighborhood. The murdered maa resided on 
Thirty-eighth and F streets, and was re- 
cently from New York. He haa been employed 
in Hutchinson's packing-house. Yesterday 
morning. Work in the packing-bouse was 
quite scarce and Handy staid at home. During 
the latter part of the afternoon, in 
company with James Kafferty, he re- 

aired to Ashland avenue to visit his 

rother-in-law, Michael Dorr, who lives 
afew doors from the corner of Thirty-ninth 
street. Before going to his brother-in-law’s 

Rafferty and Handy entered Mahoney's saloon 

and 


DRANK SOME BEER. 
They left the place shortly after 6 o'clock and 
visited Dorr's residence, remaining till 5 o'clock. 
About 8:15 o'clock, as both men were saunter- 
ing down Asbiand avenue, they stopped fora 
few moments in front of Mahoney's saloon. 
In a few moments afterwards Johu Ladusky, a 
sou of the murderer, aged 14 years, came out of 
the saloon and walked down the north side of 
the street towards hig home, which is in the rear 
of the saloon. When be was within about twen- 
ty feet of bis doorstep he encountered Rafferty 
and Handy,who, it is said, asked bim for a drink 
from the pailof beer which he carried. The 
boy refused, and started towards his bome. His 
father made his appearance on the steps and 
remonstrated witb the men. They replied in 
kind, and Ladusky retreated into his 
house, but shortiy emerged with a 
knife. The men started to leave, but before 
they had gone ten feet Ladusky grappled with 
Uuudy and drove the blade into his cheek, cut- 


ting 
A HORRIBLE GASH, 


extending from the left ear to the mouth. 
Handy uttered a cry of agony, and 
his companion left him. 

Handy was stabbed again, and then stag- 
gered toward Dorr’s house, the blood spouting 
from his jugular vein, but fell to the ground. 
He was carried into the house and died in tive 
minutes. ; 

The police were notified, and Capt. Gahan 
and a squad of men repaired to the scene of the 
murder. They bad hardly reached the place 
when they met Officers John Hoverty 
and William MeGoeghan on their y to 
the station with the murderer and his"iccom- 

lices. The crowd consisted of John Rosski, 

endra Barthome, John Brumer, Jacob Ladus- 
ky, and Frank Leekiesk, who were all locked up 
in the Lake police station. 

Some Poles had come to visit Ladusky during 
the day, aud were merrily engaged in song when 
the murder was committed. When it became 
known 

THE DOORS WERH BARRICADED 
with irons and boards. Ladusky.secreted him- 
self under a bed, and in a hufried tone com- 
municated to bis friends what he had done. Of- 
ticers Haverty aud McGoeghban went to the 
Pole's residence and demanded admittance, 
but the iomates refused to comply with 
their request. A kick from Haverty's boot, 
bowever, sent the door crasbing into the room, 
and there in a state of terror were the Poles, 
armed with knives, pokers, and boards. They 
offered no resistance on seeing the officers, but 
allowed the darbys to be placed ou ztbeir 
wrists. Ladusky was pulled from beneath the 
bed, and the entire gang were taken to the sta- 
tion. The murderer made light of his crime, and 
laughed when told of what he had done. 
He exbibited anabrasion of the skin on his 
cheek and said he bad been assaulted, but 
strenuously denied the cutting. Thomas Bittles. 
however, identitied Ladusky as the murderer 
and Frank Lieskiesk as the man who hit Handy 
over the head with a cane 
AFTER HE WAS STABBED 

Joseph Dorr, a cousin of Handy's also identi- 
tied both men as Handy's ussailauts. 

The murderer isa paie-faced Pole, about five 
feet in bight, clean-sbaved, and with a phys- 
1ognomy that denotes cunningness. A reporter 
made an attempt to interview him but failed. 

Capt. Gaban was closeted with the murderer 
for quite a while, but failed to ascertain any- 
thing definit. Ladusky’s son, about whom the 
quarrel had its origin, was locked up in the 
police station, but denied that his father was the 
murderer. A large numberof Poles reside in 
the vicinity, and, to preciude the possibility of 
an attempt to rescue the men, Capt. Gahan had 
Roski, Barthoma, Brumer, and Ladusky re- 
moved to the Englewood police sta- 
tion. Handy's companion is_ still missing, 
though the police are making efforts to find him. 
As the man charged with the murder denies it 
he will no doubt be a valuable witness.

WILD RUMOR. 


A Scandalous Report Freely Cir- 
culated on "Change Yes- 
terday. 


A Well-Known Banking House Falsely 
Alleged to Be Seriously Crip- 
pled. 


The Story Grows Out of the Peculations of 
an Absconding Olerk. 


About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, during 
the heat of excitement of trading on the Cail 
Bourd, a rumor, scemingly springing from no- 
where, suddenly passed from mouth to mouth, 
to effect that the well-known banking-bouse of 
Preston, Kean & Co., at No. 100 Washington 
street, was in financial straits; that it bad sus- 
pended; that it was about to sus 
pend; that its doors would be 
closed tomorrow morning. After trading on the 
board was over, and it was resumed on the curb, 
the rumor was dwelt upon, and was used to 
such effect as to beat the market down a cent. 
Later in the afternoon the rumor became still 
more prevalent, and the following story found 
its way to the ears of Tan Trisune. It 
was to the effect that last month 
an employé of the bank left on 
u vacation; that the day before be departed 
from the city he gave a prominent Chicago 
banker 

A SEALED LETTER, 
with instructions to open it on the 20th of Feb- 
ruary, read it. and inform those whom it con- 
cerned.of the contents. According to the story 
this prominent banker—it is needless to give 
any names which rumor associated with 
the story—opeved it yesterday, and learned 
therefrom that the aforesaid cierk bad 
embezzied such an amount of the bank’s funds 
us to make it insolvent, and that it would be 
necessary tor the institudon to close upon re- 
cciving this intelligence. Extraorainary as this 
Story was, and absurd as was the statement that 
an alleged defalcation of such magnitude could 
have gone undiscovered for nearly a month, yet 
there were those who were toolish enough to be- 
lieve it. It was 
THE TALK ALL THE EVENING 

around the hotels, and two or three people, evi- 
dently alarmed, dropped into THe Fine 
office to ask what truth there was in the 
siatement, aud were greatly reassured when 
they were Salisiied that it was groundless. 

W hile knowing that the story was incorrect, 
yet Tue Tripune, desirous of getting its infor- 
mation from the best and most trustworthy 
source, sent one of its reporters to Evanston to 
see Mr. Kean, the resident member of the firm, 
Mr. Preston living in Detroit. Mr. Kean, upon 
learning the reporter's errand, came with bim 
to the bank. and there furnisbed him with 

THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT: 

“A rumor was maliciously spread this after- 
noon that we had been robbed by acierk. As 
such rumors are sure to be magnified and dis- 
torted we beg to say nothing has occurred to in 
any way affect our entire solvency. 

A cierk in our employ by the name of F. M. 
Kerr succeeded in obtaining $20,550 of our 
money and $35,000 of bonds beloaoging to cus- 
tomers. He absconded in January on pretense 
of his annual vacation. In order to prevent 
our search tor him he wrote us a very 
impertinent letter, threatening to spread 
reports to our disadvantage and to 
make such rumors as would bring ruin to the 
house if we made an effort to caten him. He 
circulated bis story. We have u and are 
making the utmost efforts to catch him, and 
would have promptly succeeded but for the re- 
fusal of some apparently respectable people to 
furnish us information. And in revenge this 
young criminal is supplying damaging rumors. 

WE HAVE NOTHING TO CONCEAL, 
hut it was thought that the ends of justice 
would be more speedily served by secrecy until 
we secured him.

The theft 
was not discovered until three days after 
his departure, and the most diligent search 
has failed to discover his whereabouts. 
It is supposed that be is in Australia or South 
America. Kerr is a single man and boarded on 
the West Side, moving in good society. His em- 
ployers had the utmost confidence in him, and 
when be left be was nominally the assistant 
cashier, though having no authority to sign 
checks or drafts. He is about five feet five 
inches in bight, has a sandy complexion and 
thin, licht side-whiskers and moustache, and 
wears a brown wig. His eyes are blue 
and sunk deep into his head. In 1871 belived at 
lis Warren avenue, @it last year's directory 
does not give his address. 

While Tun TRIBUNE was getting ita informa- 
tion one or two bankers, to whose ears the ru- 
mors had come, had 

ALSO INVESTIGATED 

and had satisfied themselves that the story was 
an utterly groundless one, proceeding from that 
recent tountaln- head of lies, the Board ot Trade 
alley. One banker, who had been stated by 
report to be the recipient of the letter referred 
to above, said that be had never received any 
such document, but that a little after 1 o'clock 
he had beard of the story, cone over to the 
bank, and had immediately satisfied himself that 
everything was straigbt. 

it is doubtless true that this defaulting clerk, 
colleaguimg with some confederate iu this city, 
managed to set afloat this baseless rumor for 
the direct object of infuring the bank, and 
might have done so but for the prompt 
and effeciual manner im which Pres- 
ton, Kean & Co. nuve met the false- 
bood. The recognition of the mischief 
which may be done by the circuiation of such 
stories should teach parties on ‘Change a lesson. 
They should learn that the circulation of such 
rumors, with no kgowledge of their truta, is an 
exceedingly dangerous thing, and that any re- 
sponsible person starting or giving currency to 
such rumors may, if convicted, be made tosuffer 
for it in heavy damages. 


A HANGING-BEE. 


Summary Vengeance Wreaked by an 
Indiana Mob ter an Attempted Out- 
rage by a Brutal Negro, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—Last 
night a fiendish crime, punished with swift and 
terrible justice, was attempted at Sellersburg, 
Ind., a little bamiet sixteen miles north of 
Louisville, on the Jeffersonville, Madison & In- 
dianapolis Railroad. Joseph Taylor,a young 
business-man of the place, weut to Memphis, 
six miles distant, expecting to be gone until 
late leaving his wife and child,a 10-year-old boy, 
at home. About dusk Andy Williams, a colored 
man, came to the house, explainmg to 
Mrs. Taylor that her husband had sent 
nim there to protect her in his ab- 
sence. The lady had no suspicion that 
the flend bad other than this object in view in 
coming to the house, although the incident was 
entirely unique in her experience. Ihe brute 
took a seat by the stove, where be remained 
some time, when he suddenly jumped up and 
attacked Mrs. Taylor, striking ber on the bead 
with the butt of a pistol. Sbe wasstunned, but, 
picking up a chair, struck him a blow. Williams 
became frightened at a cat scatching on the 
window, but finding his mistake returned to the 
attack, knocking the woman down, choking her, 
and gouging her eyes. The little lo- year- old son 
proved the savior of bis mother’s purity. He 
struck the negro over the bead with a poker, 
giving the lady another chance. She escaped to 
the window, calling for help. Her brother, Abe 
Hitch, and others, came, but found the 
doors locked by the negro. On 
getting in, Hitch attempted to shoot the 
scoundrel, but the pistol snapped and he was 
prevented from carrying out his purpose. The 
negro was arrested and taken before a Justice 
of the Peace at once, by whom he was remanded 
to jail in defauit of $2,000 bail. Constables 
Tom Beck and Abe Hitch started with him 
to the railroad station to take the train 


for Jeffersonville. At the depot an armed mob, 
which had hastily congregated on learning of 
the attempted outrage, took the wretch from 
the officers. What to do witb him was the next 
problem.

The Local Money Market Aftive 
and Healthy—Collections | 
Very Good. 


Exchange Steady — Stocks Opened 
Weak, but Closed with a 
Better Tone. 

Aa Exciting Day in Preduce Circles—Heavy Selling 
Early in the Day, and Strong Buy- 
ing Later. 


But the General Closing Was Weak—Short 
Ribs in Demand by Germany 
and New York. 


FINANCIAL. 


The banks of this city will be closed tomorrow 
in bonor of the memory of Wasbington. 

The local money market was active and 
steady yesterday, with a good demand by bor- 
rowers ut the recent rate of discount—6%@i per 
cent. Bankers stated that the situationis a 
steady one, with no uneasiness among solid busi- 
ness-men over the late failures or the rumored 
death of a money king at the East yesterday. 
Collections in the country are very good thus 
far. and the weather is favorable to an increased 
movement of produce from trst bands, which 
was reflected in the fact of larger calls for cur- 
rency yesterday. Hogs and coro promise to 
come in actively for a while at least, and other 
grain is coming forward in greater volume than 
beretofore. 

The aggregate of clearings of the Chicago 
banks yesterday was 66.500, %, being $400,000 
less than the total for Monday. 

Bastern exchange was steady, but“ flat on the 
bottom,” being about as low as it can go. Sales 
were made between banks at a discount of Ne 
per $1,000; and more money is being ordered 
here from New York. The currency yow 
being received here {rom the seaboard is nearly 
all gold, that being more plentiful than paper. 
This movement is understood to be the chief 
cause of the sharp decrease-in the bank re- 
serves of New York. They decreased $2,744,575 
last week, or about threg-quarters of the pres- 
ent holding. ö 

Foreign exchange was steadier yesterday. 
Sterling was quoted at 483@486, with actual 
transactions at anden; English docu- 
mentary was rated at nen and 48 & 
4d for time and sight. Continental exchange 
was dull, as follows: Bankers’ francs, 5210 
5i7s¢: ducumentary bills, 624% and 20%; bank- 
ers’ marks #X4%@¥5%; documentary marks, 94 
Gl. 

The New York stock market was irregular 
yesterday, with a good deal of business doing. 
The firat baif of the trading day the tone was 
weak, with a good deal of sclling, and rumors ot 
the iliness of a leading man in fipanciai circles. 
Later it was known that large purchases bad 
been made on foreign account, And it was as- 
certained that the rumor above referred to was 
not entitled tg weight as a factor in the finan- 
cial situation. The market closed tirm on most 
of the jeading stocks except Erie. 

New York was agitated some yestefday by 
apprehensions of a war of rates in the West, 
growing out of recent reductions. The bears 
bad a good deal to say about the tioods, and the 
troubies in iron and lumber, but the seiling re- 
sulting from these bodings seemed to be mostly 
inside work, the public taking little band in it, 
The same is true with regard to buying. The 
remark is made that eome of the weakest stocks 
have declined more because of the reticence of 
buyers than on account of large offerings. 

The more favorabie weather is expected to 
cause a material improvement in raiiroad busi- 
ness. Earnings have been reully good consider- 
mg the severity of the weather thts far. The 
iron failures, however, cause depression in coal 
stocks. 

It is feared by some friends of Missouri Pacif- 
ie that new combinations will seriously affect 
the traffic on the road. 

Louisville earnings for the second week in 
February increased $300. 

New York is seriously agitated over the ques- 
tion of precaution against fire in the dry-goods 
dist riot. The destruction of that special region 

would wipe out some $500,000,000 wortb of prop- 
erty, or three times as much as was involved in 
the Chicago calamity. Besides, a fire that woula 
destroy the dry-goods district could scarcely be 
checked before it had laid a large part of the 


rest of the city in ashes.

It is pro- 
posed, althougn not h decided, to work the 
engines by. electricity: The construction bas 
been intrusted to an association formed by 
Messrs. Fogerty, of Middlesboryuga, with a cap- 
ital of 60,000,000 fHorius—one balf inébares, the 
other half ia preferential boads. There will be 
a double board, halt Austrian and halt British.
